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XnE first idea of tliia History was conceived xnaiiy 
ycar* ago, at a lime when aw dent Hello* was 
known to the English public?- clued v through the 
pages of Mitford , and my purpose in writing it 
woa to rectify the erroneous walemcuu as to mat¬ 
ter uf fkcl winch tlijBl history contained, as well £3 
to present the gimeroi phsrrioniena of the Grecian 
world under what i thought n juster and more com¬ 
prehensive point of view* My leisure however was 
not at that time equal to iht execution of any large 
literary undertaking ; uur is it until within the last 
three or four ytmrs that I have been able lo devote 
to the work that continuant and exclusive lubtmr, 
without which, though much be done to illua* 
Irate detached points, no entire or complicated 
subject can ever be set forth in a uuimcx worthy 
to niect the public eye 

Meanwhile the slate of the English literary* world, 
i ei reference to ftncienl I Mias, has been rumen ally 
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changed in more ways than one. If my early friend 
Dr. Thirl wall’s History of Greece had appeared a 
few years sooner, 1 should probably never have 
couccivcd the dcsigu of the present work at all ; 
I should certainly not have been prompted to the 
task by any deficiencies, such as those which l felt 
and regretted in Mitfufd. T^e comparison of the 
two authors affords mdec^ n 8trikin 2 proof of the 
progress of sound and enlarged views respecting 
the ancient world during Ihe present generation. 
1 laving studied of course the same evidences as 
Dr. Thirlwall, 1 am better tumbled than others to 
bear testimony to the learning, the sagacity and 
the candour which pervade bis excellent work : and 
it is the more incumbent on me to give expression 
to this sentiment, since the particular points 011 
which I shall have occasion to advert to it will un¬ 
avoidably lie points of dissent oflener than of coin¬ 
cidence. 

Tho liberal spirit of criticism, in which Dr. Thirl* 
wall stands so much distinguished from Mittord, t» 
his own: there arc other features of superiority 
which Itclung to him coujointly with his age. For 
during the generation since Milford’s work, philo¬ 
logical studies have beeu prosecuted in Germany 
with remarkable success : the stock of facts and 
documents, comparatively scanty, handed down 
from the ancient world, has been combined, and 
illustrated in a thousand different ways : and if our 
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witnesses cannot he multiplied, we at least have 
numerous interpreters to catch, repeat, amplify and 
explain their broken and half-inaudible depositions. 
Some of the best writers in this department— 
Uoeckh, Niebuhr, O. Muller—have been translated 
into our language; bo that the English public has 
been enabled to form some idea of the new lights 
thrown upon many subjects of antiquity by the in¬ 
estimable aid of German erudition. The poets, 
historians, orators and philosophers of Greece, 
have thus been nil rendered both more intelligible 
and more instructive than they were to a student 
in the last century; and the general picture uf the 
Grecian world may now lie couceivcd with a de¬ 
gree' of fidelity, which, considering our imperfect 
materials, it is curious to contemplate. 

It is that general picture which an historian of 
Greece is required first to embody in his own mind, 
and next to lay out before his readers —a picture 
not merely such as to delight the imagination by 
brilliancy of colouring and depth of sentiment, but 
also suggestive and improving to the rcasou. Not 
omitting the points of resemblance ns well as oi 
contrast with the better-known forms of modern 
society, he will especially study to exhibit the spon¬ 
taneous movement of Grecian intellect, sometimes 
aided hut never borrowed from without, and light¬ 
ing up a small portion of a world ntherwise clouded 
and stationary. He w ill devclope the actiou of thut 
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social system, which, while ensuring to the moss of 
freemen a degree of protection elsewhere unknown, 
acted os a stimulus to the creative impulses of 
genius, and left the superior minds sufficiently un¬ 
shackled to soar ubuve religious and political rout¬ 
ine. to overshoot their own age, and to become the 
teachers of posterity. 

To set forth the history of a people by whom the 
tirst spark w as §ct to the dormant intellectual capa¬ 
cities of our nature—Hellenic phenomena as illus¬ 
trative of the Hellenic mind and character—is the 
task which I propose to myself iu the present work ; 
not without u painful consciousness how much the 
deed falls short of the will, and a yet more pain¬ 
ful couviction, that full success is rendered im¬ 
possible by an obstacle which no human ability 
can now remedy—the insufficiency of original evi¬ 
dence. For in spite of the valuable expositions of 
so many able commentators, our stock of informs* 
tion respecting the ancient world still remains la¬ 
mentably inadequate to the demand* of an enlight¬ 
ened curiosity. Wc possess only what has drilled 
ashore from the wreck of n stranded vessel; and 
though this includes some of the most precious arti¬ 
cles amongst its oncc-abundant cargo, yet if any 
man will cast his eyes over the citations in Dio¬ 
genes Laertius, Athcuieu* or Plutarch, or the list 
of names in Vossius de Historic!* Cnee is, he will 
see with grief and surprise how much larger is the 
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proportion which, through the enslavement of the 
Greek* themselves, the decline of the Roman Em* 
pire, the change of religion, und the irruption of 
barbarian conquerors, has been irrecoverably sub¬ 
merged. NVc are thus reduced to judge of the whole 
Hellenic world, eminently multiform as it was, from 
a few compositions ; excellent indeed in themselves, 
but bearing too exclusively the 9tanrp of Athens. Of 
Thucydides and Aristotle indeed, both as inquirers 
iuto matter of fuct am! as free from narrow local 
feeling, it is impossible to speak too highly ; but 
unfortunately that work of the latter which would 
have given us the most copious information regard¬ 
ing Grecian political life—his collection and com¬ 
parison of 150 distinct town-constitutions—has 
not been preserved: and the brevity of Thucydides 
often gives us but a single word where a sentence 
would not have been too much, and sentences 
which we should be glad to see expanded into 
paragraphs. 

Such insufficiency of original and trustworthy 
materials, as compared with those resources w hich 
are thought hardly sufficient for the historian of any 
modem kingdom, ut neither to he concealed nor 
extenuated, however much wc mav lament it I 
advert to the point here on more grounds than 
one. For it not only limits the amount of informa¬ 
tion winch an historian of Greece con give to his 
renders—compelling him to leave much of hit pic- 
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lure au absolute lil n n k ,—bul U also greatly spoils 
the execution, of tin: remainder. 'Hie question ut 
credibility b jHrrfwtuaUy obtruding itself, mid re¬ 
quiring u dccjtiou, which, whether favourable or 
unfavourable, always introduces mure or lees cl 
controversy ; mid gives to those outlines* which the 
i nicr< -1 of Uu! picture r< quires to he straight and 
viaoruas, a I'miiL and faJterlnp character. Ex¬ 
pressions of qualified and hesitating affirmation are 
repealed until lhe reader h sickened; white lhe 
writer kiiuadf» U> whom this restraint is more pain¬ 
ful still, is frequently tempted tQ break loose from 
the unseen spell by which n eoNsdeniuiua criticism 
hinds, him down—to screw up ibe possible and pro- 
h.ible into certainty, to suppress counterbalancing 
considerations, and to subetitulr a pleading nun mice 
in place of half-knmvu and perplexing rculitica. 
Desiring in the present work lo set forth all which 
can be ascertained* together with such conjectures 
and inferences m can he reasonably deduced from it, 
but nothing more-— I notice at the outset that faulty 
ntate ol the original evidence winch renders die- 
cufi-ions of credibility, ami hesitation in the bn- 
gunge of the Judge, unavoidable. Such discus-* 
sions, though the reader may be assured that they 
will become leas frequent tu we advance into times 
better known* are tiresome enough even with the 
irmiiparaUvdy laic period *\kiek l adopt a? I In, 
historical beginning ; ranch more intolerable would 
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the) huvc proved had 1 thought it my duty to start 
from the primitive terminus of Deukniiou or Ina- 
chus, or from the unburied Pelangi and l^cleges, and 
to subject the heroic ages to a similar scrutiny. 1 
really know nothing so disheartening or unrequited 
os the elaborate balancing of what is called evi¬ 
dence—the comparison of iufiuilesinial probabilities 
and conjectures all uncertified—in regard to these 
shadowy times and persons. 

The law reflecting sufficiency of evidence ought 
to be the same for ancient limes as for modern; 
and the reader will find in this history an applica¬ 
tion to the former, of criteria analogous to those 
wind* have been long recognised in die latter. 
Approaching* though with a certain measure of in¬ 
dulgence, to this staudard, 1 begin the real history 
of Greece with the first recorded Olympiad, or 77fi 
h.c. To such as are accustomed to the habits once 
universal, and still not uncowmuu, in investigating 
the ancient world, 1 may npjfcar to be striking oft 
one thousand years from the scroll of history’; but 
lo thu$c whose canon of evidence is derived from 
Mr. Hallntn, M. Sismomli, or any other eminent 
historian of modem events, 1 am well-assured that 1 
shall appear lax and credulous rather than exigent 
or ftceptical. For the truth is, that historical re¬ 
cords, properly so called, do uot begin until long 
after this date; nor will any man, who candidly 
eonsider!i the extreme paucity of attested facts for 
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two centuries after 776 l«? astonished to learn 

that the stubs of Greece in 000, 1000, 1100* L200» 
1300, 1400 u*c., Sec*— or any curlier century which 
it may please chronofogifttft to iocjudc in their com¬ 
puted gexmatogfes^-eauuol be described to him upon 
anything like decent evidence. I shall hope* when 
l come to the liven ai Sucraie* and Plato* to iUn-s- 
truk one of tUt* most valuable of their principles — 
thru con scions and con fessed ignorance is a better 
liiatfc of mind, than the fancy, without the reality, 
of knowledge. M run while I begin hy making that 
carifv-sinn. m reference to the re^S world of Greet 
anterior tn the Olympiads *, meaning the disclaimer 
to apply Lu anything like n general history,—not 
to exclude rigorously every individual event, 

The times which I thus ^et apart from the region 
ol history arc discernible only through n different 
atmosphere —that ol epic poctrv nod legend. To 
confound together thes< disparate matters i*, in my 
Judgment, essentially unpliilusophical. I describe 
tin earlier times by then twelves, as conceived by 
I he faith and feeling of the first Greeks, and knnwn 
only through their legends—without presuming to 
measure how much ui how little of historical mat¬ 
ter these legends may eon tarn. In the reader 
blauie i ic for not assisting him to determine thi*— 
if he Oak me why I do not undraw the curtain 
nod disclose the picture— I reply in the words td 
the painter Zeuxis, when the same question was 
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nddrt^eil to him un exhibiting his mo* ter-piece of 
imitative art— fJ The curtain iV the picture/* What 
we now ftail as jmetry ami legend was once he* 
credited history, and the only genuine history 
which llie Brel Greeks could conceive or relish of 
their past time t the curtain conceals nothing he* 
hind, and cannot by any ingenuity Ire withdrawn, 
I undertake only to show it as it stands—not To 
efface, still less to re-paint it. 

Three fourths of the two volumes now presented 
to the public art' destined to elucidate this ace of 
historical faith, as distinguished from the Inter ncr 
of historical reason; to exhibit its basis in the hu¬ 
man mind—an uninipresent rdigimifi and personal 
interpretation of nature; to illustmte It by notupa* 
rison with the like mental habit in early modem 
Europe; to show its immense abundance and va¬ 
riety of narrative matter, with little care fur consist¬ 
ency between one alary and another; lastly, lo set 
forth the causes which overgrew arid pail mil v sup¬ 
planted the old epical sentiment, and introduci-d 
in ilic room of literal faith, a variety «jf compro- 
miBes and intcrpnetiUiom 

The legendary age of the Greeks receive- its 
principal cfcnrtn and dignity from tin Homeric 
poems : to these, therefore, and to the other poems 
included in I he ancient epic, an entire chapter is de¬ 
voted, the length of which must be justified by the 
narnr^ of the iliud and Odyssey. 1 have thought 
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it my duty to take some notice of the Wolfian con¬ 
troversy as it now stands in Germany* and have 
even hazarded some speculations respecting the 
structure of the Iliad. The society and manners 
of the heroic age, considered as known in a grnc- 
nd way from Homer’s descriptions and allusions, 
arc also described and criticised. 

I next pass to the historical age, beginning at 
776 n.c.; prefixing some remarks upon the geo¬ 
graphical features of Greece. 1 try to make out, 
amidst obscure and scanty indications, what the 
state of Greece was at tlus period; and I indulge 
some cautious conjectures, founded upon the earliest 
verifiable facta, respecting the steps immediately 
antecedent bv which thnt condition was brought 
about. In the present volumes 1 have only been 
able to include the history of Sparta and the Pelo¬ 
ponnesian Dorians, down to the age of Pcisistra- 
tu= and Croesus. I had hoped to have comprised 
in them the entire history of Greece down to this 
last-mentioned period, but I find the space in suf¬ 
ficient. 

The history of Greece falls most naturally into 
six compartments, of which the first may be looked 
at as a period ol preparation for the five following, 
which exhaust the free life of collective Hellas. 

I. Period from 776 n.c. to 560 o.c., the acces¬ 
sion of Peisistrotus at Athena and of Crresua in 
Lydia. 
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II Bpm the accession of Peitiifltrntus tmd Cne-

in their proper place- the important hut outlying 

adventures r>f \hc Sicilian and Italian Grach*—in¬ 
troducing sucb occasional notices of Grecian po¬ 
litical coastitutinna, philosophy. poetry and ora¬ 
tory. as are requisite to exhibit the many-sided 
activity of this people during their short hut bril¬ 
liant career. 

Aftei liu generation of Alexjrodi r, the political 
action of Greece becomes cramped and dc.irradcd^- 
m longer interesting to the reader, or operative on 
the destinies of Ihe future world. We may indeed 
name one or two incidents, tajpcdalh the revolt 
tioits of Agin and Kl&mien&s at Sparta, winch are 
hot)/ instructive and iiflecting r hut as a whole, the 
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period, between 300 u.c. and the absorption of 
Greece by the Romans, is of no interest in itself, 
and is ouly so far of value as it helps us to under¬ 
stand the preceding centuries. The dignity and 
value of the Greeks from that time forward belong 
to them only as individual philosophers, preceptors, 
astronomers und mathematicians, literary men and 
critics, medical practitioners, &c, In all these re¬ 
spective capacities, especially in the great schools 
of philosophical speculation, they still constitute 
the light of the Roman world , though a# com¬ 
munities, they have tost their own orbit, and have 
become satellites of more powerful neighbours. 

! propose to bring down the history of the Gre¬ 
cian communities to the year 300 u.c., or the close 
of the generation which takes its name from Alex¬ 
ander the Great, and I hope to accomplish this in 
eight volumes altogether. For the next two or 
three volumes 1 have already large preparations 
made, and I shall publish my third (perhaps my 
fourth) in the course of the ensuing winter. 

There are great disadvantages in the publication 
of one portion of a history apart from the remain-, 
dcr; for neither the earlier nor the later phenomena 
can be fully comprehended without the light which 
each mutually casts upon the other. But the prac¬ 
tice ha9 become habitual, and is indeed more than 
justified by the well-known inadmissibility of “ long 
hopes” into the short span of human life. Yet l can- 
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nut but fear that my (irst two volumes wilJ suffer in 
the ifttimnlian of many rctulrr* by ruining uiif iduiMf 
—mid that men who value tile Creeks for Iheir phi¬ 
losophy, ilicir poElii^, and their oratory* may treat 
the ettrJy legends as? nor worth retention. Ami it 
mind he coil felti fhnl the aunt f mental aUnhuUrs 
of the Creek mind'—it* JtdigiouBond political TOtifc— 
hurt? appear in di&proportiomHti rdii", compared 
with iu more vigorous and unwrulhne lap.uiEieft— 
ttiilft tbo*e powers of acting, cagttailfrogv judging* 
and sprruhitmg, which will ho revealed in the 
furthcoming volumes J milur* 1 however to fnre- 
warn tlit* reader Llmt there will occur numerous cir¬

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under the tnnre orderly government o( Zeus, who 
supplants his less capable prcdtiettBors, and ac¬ 
quires preside nee and supremacy over god* and 
men— subject however to certain social restraints 
from the chief gods and goddesses around him, as 
well as to the custom of occasionally convoking 
and consulting the divine agora. 

I recount these event* briefly, but literally, treat¬ 
ing them simply as mylhes springing from the 
tame creative imagination, addressing themselves 
to analogous tastes and feelings, and depending 
upon the some authority, as the legends of Thebes 
and Troy. \i is the inspired voice of the Muse 
which reveals uud authentic utai both, and from 
which Homer and Hesiod tdike derive their know¬ 
ledge^-the one, of the heroic, the other, of the 
divine, foretime, I maintain, moreover, fully, the 
Character of these great divine agtnU as Person*, 
which is the light in which they presented them- 
selves to the Homeric or Ucaiodic audience, Ura- 
noe, Nys, Hypnos and One i ms (Heaven, Night* 
Sleep and Dream), are Persons, jtisl as much ad 
Zeus and Apollo* To resolve them into mere alle¬ 
gories, is unsafe and impnitilnhlc : we then depart 
from the point of view of the original hearers, 
wit limit acquiring any consistent or philosophical 
point of view of our own\ For although sou in of 
the attribute* and aot^ms ascribed to tlu ^c |*er»ou& 
are often explicable by allegory, the whole scries 
and system of them never are *n : tliv theorist who 
adopts this course of explanation finds that, after

The the* 
oeony of the Greeks contain nimt co-mi-ponir 
iijms; but it ennfiot be considered ns a system of 
eoauioguuy ■ or translated into a string ol dtmcnl- 
ary\ planetary, or physical ihongcs.

Each of the Titans had a numerous offspring; 
Oceauos* especially, marrying his sister T&hy*, be¬ 
gat three thousand daughters, the Oceanic nymphs,

Uut the offspring of Krouus were the tuoel 
powerful and transcendent of all Kt 1 married his 
sorter Kins, and had by her three daughters—Hc- 
etia, OhnUltr, ami fcftrA^thil three aotu, Batifia, 
Puseidi'm, ant) Zeua, the Utter at once the youngest 
and the greatest.

GtiJii, lob, intermarrying with Potato!, S’au* binh 
Ui Nonna. Uie JnM and rigbt«K& old man of the 
X ia Ttiaumufc. I'horky- und KAtfi* Yvvm Ni> 
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reus, und Deri* daughter of Oceamu, proceeded 
the fifty Nereids or Sea-nympho. Thuuiuos also 
married hlektra daugthcr of Occuuun, and had by 
her Iru und the two Harpies, Acllo and Okjpctft, 
—winged and swift us the winds. From Phorkys 
and Keto sprung the Dragon of the Hcspcrides, 
and the monstrous Grow and Gorgon*; the blood 
of Medusa, one of the Gordons, when billed by 
Perseus, produced Cliryaaur und the horse Pega- 
suh ; C liryuaor and Kallirrho^ gave birth to Gery6n 
os well as to Echidna,—a creature half-nymph 
and hob-serpent, unlike IkhIi to gods und to men. 
Other monsters arose from the muon of Echidna 
with TyphaonOrtliros, the two-headed dog of 
Gcrydu; Cerberus, the dog of Had™, with fifty 
bend*, and the L-crmcan Hydra. From the latter 
proceeded the Chimasra, the Sphinx of Thebes, 
and the Nemcau lion’. 


A powerful and important progeny, also, was 
that of Styx, daughter of Oceanus, by Pallas ; she 
hud Zt ios and Nikd tImperiousness und Victory), 
mid Kratos and liiu (Strength and Force). The 
hearty mul early co-opr-rntion of Styx and her four 
s*ou? with Zeus was one of the main causes which 

enabled him to achieve hi* victorv over the Ti¬ 
tans. 

Zcu» had grown up not leas diatiuguiabed for 
menial ca|«icity than for bodily force. He and his 
brothers now determined to wrest the power front 
the hands 01 krono* and tlie TtUitis, and a lone 
and desperate struggle commenced, in which all 
the gods and all the goddesses took part. Zen. 
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convoked lUciu lo Olympus, wid promised to ail 
who would aid him against Kronoa, that their func- 
tioua and privileges should remain undisturbed. 

The first who responded to ilie call, came with her 
four sons, and embraced his cause, was Styx. 

Zeus took ihcm all four M his constant attendants, 
und conferred ujion Styx Lit© majestic distinction 
of being the llorko*, or onthwwmetmuer of flic 
Gods,—what llorkos was to men, Styx was to the 

Still further to strengthen himself. Zeus released 
ihc other l>ramds who had been imprisoned in jmhr« 
Tart am# by their father,—the Cyclopes and the MMdte 
t.cnlimaur*,—and prevailed upou them lo take ‘ uaa ‘ 
pari with him against the Titans. 1 he former 
supplied him with thunder ami lightning, and 
the latter brought intii the light their boundless 
muscular strength*. Ten full yean, did the com- 
hut contiuiu?; Zeus and the Kroiuds occupying 
Olympus, and the Titans bciue established on the 
more southerly mountain-chain of Othry*. All 
nature* was convulsed, and Lhc distant Ocennus, 
though he took no part iu the struggle, tell the 
boding, llie noise, und the shock, uol lus* than 
iix4 aud Font us. Tlie thumler of Zeus, combined 
with the crags anil mountain* tom up and hurled 
by the Ccutimancs, at length prevailed, and the 
Titans were defeated and thrust down into Tartarus. 

|a|K*tos. Kronas, and the remaining Titans tOce- 
ntuis excepted) were imprisoned, perpetually and 
irrevocably, in that subterranean dungeon, a wall 
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of brass being built around llicro by PoeeiriAn. 
»ntl the three Centiinanes being planted as mnirdi. 
Oi Hie two sons ot Iapcto*. Menaitius was made 
to shore (hi- prison, while Atlas was condemned to 
stand lor ever at the extreme west, and to bear 
upon lus shoulders the solid vuult of heaven'. 

Thus were the ritans subdued, and the Krone!* 
with Zeus nt their bead placed in possession of 
power. They were not, however, yet quite se¬ 
cure ; for Oiea, intermarrying with Turtarus, gave 
Imth to a new and still more formidable monster 
called Tygbfau, of such tremonduua properties 
ami promise, that, tmd lie been allowed to grow 
mlo lull development, nothing could hnvo pre¬ 
vented him from vanquishing all rivals and be- 
coming supreme. But Zeus foresaw the dan-cr. 
smote him ut once with a thunderbolt from Oiviu- 
pu», null burnt him up: he was east along with the 
rest into Tartarus, and uo further enemy remained 
to question the sovereignty of the Kronids*.

It boa been already stated, that in Zeus, his bro¬ 
thers and his sisters, and his aud their divine pro¬ 
geny, we find the prevent Gods ; that is, those, for 
the most port, whom the Homeric and Hesiodic 
Greeks recognised and worshiped. The wives of 
Zeus were numerous as well os his offspring. First

he tiinrried MtHks, the wisest and most sagacious 
of the goddesses j hut Gar a and Umnos forewarned 

him that if he permitted himself to have children 
by her, they would be stronger than himself anil 
dethrone him. Accordingly when Mfitis was on the 
point of being delivered of Athene, he swallowed 
her up, mid her wisdom mid sagacity thus became 
|iermaneiitly identified with his own being 1 - His 
head was subsequently cut ojk.*u, in order to ronkr 
wav for the exit ami birth of the godded* Atb£n£*. 

By Themis, Zctifl begat the Hone; by Eurvnom^, 
the three Chnrites or Graces, by MnAtnosyuA, the 
Muses; by LfciA (Latent), Aj»ollo aud Artemis; 
aud by D^miter, Pcr^cpIumA. Lo*t of nil be took 
for bis wife H£r£, who maintained permanently the 
dignity of queen of the Gods ; by l»er he had HcbA, 
Ar$s, and Eileithyu*. HcrmOs also was bom to 
him by Maia, the daughter of Atln*: Hfpbwstos 
was bont to llfirt, according to some accounts, by 
Zeus; according to other*, by her own unaided 
generative force 1 . Hr WtS bom lame, and HW 
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wraa ashamed oi him; she wished to secrete him 
uway, but he made his escape into the *ea, and 
found shelter under the maternal care of the Ne¬ 
reids Thetis and KurynomA*.

From the gods wc slide down insensibly, first to 
heroes, and then to men; but before we proceed to 
this new mixture, it is necessary to say a few words 
on the thoogony generally. I have given it briefly 
as it stands in the Hesiodic Thcogonia, because 
that poem—in spite of great incoherence and cou- —u*«- 
fusion, arising seemingly from diversity of author- 
ship as well as diversity nf age—presents an ancient 
and genuine attempt to cast the divine foretime into 
a systematic sequence. Horner and Hesiod were 
the grand authorities in the Pagan world rcsjiectiug 
thcogouy; but in the Iliad and Odyssey nothing is 
found except passing allusions and implications, 
and even in the Hymns (which were commonly be¬ 
lieved in antiquity to be tin? production* of the same 
author as the Iliad aud the Odyssey) there arc only 
isolated, unconnected narratives. Accordingly men 
habitually took their information respecting their 
theogonic antiquities from the llcsiodicpocm, where 
it was ready laid out before them ; and the legends 
consecrated in that work acquired both an extent 
of circulation and a firm hold on the national faith, 
such as independent legends could seldom or never 
rivaL Moreover the scrupulous and sceptical Pa¬ 
gans, as well as the open assailant* of Paganism in 
later times, derived their subjects of attack from 
the itanir source; so that it has been alwoltdcly 
necessary to recount in their naked simplicity the 
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Licsiodic stories, in order to know what it was tint 
Plato deprecated and Xenopluwta denounced. The 
strange proceedings ascribed to Uranos, Kronen and 
Zeus, have been more frequently alluded to, in the 
way of ridicule or condemnation, than any othrr 
portion of the mythical world. 

But though the Hesiodic theogonv passed as 
orthodox aiming the later Pagans', because it stood 
before them as the only system anciently set forth 
and easily accessible, it was evidently not the only 
system received at the date of the poem itself 
Homer knows nothing of Uratios, in the sense oi 
•in arch«Ctoil anterior to Kronou. Uruno* and 
Gn?a, like Occanus, T£tbys and Nyx, are with him 
great and venerable Gods, hut neither the one nor 
the other present the character of predecessor* of 
Kronos and Zeus*. The CyclApcs, whom Hesiod 
ranks a* sons of Uranos and fabricators of thunder, 
are in Homer neither one nor the other: they arc 
not noticed in the Iliad at all, and in the Odyssey 
they are gross gigantic shepherd* and cannibals, 
having nothing in common with the Hesiodic 
CycMps except the one round central eye® Of 
the three Centimanea enumerated by Hesiod, Bri- 
areus only it mentioned in Homer, and to ail ap¬ 
pearance, nut os the son of Urnnoi, hut os the son 
of PoaculAn; not a, aiding Zen* in his combat 
agninst live titans, but as rescuing him at a critical 
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moment from a conspiracy lorroed against him by 
HM, Poseiilftn and Athtnft 1 . Not only is the 
Ilesiodic Uranos (with the Urtnids) omitted in 
Homer, bnt the relations between Zeus and Kronua 
are also presented in a very different light. No 
mention is made of Kronos swallowing his young 
children: on the eoutrary, Zeus is the eldest of 
the three brothers instead of the youngest, and the 
• children of Kronos live with him and Rhea: there 
the stolen intercourse between Zens and U« s r6 first 
lakes place without the knowledge of their pa¬ 
rents*. When Zeus puts Kronos down into Tar¬ 
tarus, Rlu*u consigns her daughter H£r£ to the cure 
of Occanus: no notice do we find of any terrific 
battle with the Titans as accompanying that event. 
Kronos, lajietos, and the remaining litans arc 
down in Tartarus, in the lowest depths under the 
earth, far removed from the genial rays of H Alios. 
but they arc still powerful and venerable, and 
fly pun* makes IIArA swear an oath in their name, 
as the most inviolable that be can think of*. 

In Homer, then, we find nothing beyond tbe 
simple fact that Zeus thrust his father Kronos toge¬ 
ther with the remaining Titans into Tartarus ; an 
event to which he affords us a tolerable pardhl 
in certain occurrences even under the presidency 
of Zeus himself. For the other gods make more 
thun one rebellious attempt against Zeus , and ore 
only put down, partly by his unparalleled strength, 
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partly by the presence of bin ally the Centunaue 
Briairus. Kronos, like Laertra or P£leus, ho* 
become ol«I, and has been supplanted by a force 
vastly sujierior to hit own. The Homeric epic 
treats Zeus as present, and, like all the interesting 
heroic characters, n father must be unsigned to 
him: that father has once been the chief of the 
1 items, bnt has been superseded und put down into 
*1 arlaruit along with the lutter, so soon ns Zeus and 
the superior breed of the Olympic gods acquired 
their full development. 

That antithesis between Zeus and Kronos—be¬ 
tween the Olympic god* and the Titans—a hich 
Homer has thus bricily brought to view, Hesiod has 
amplified into a thcogony, with many things new, 
and some things contradictory t.. his predecessor; 
while EumtHu* or Arktinns in the poem called 
Titununmehia (now lost) also adopted it os their 
special subject*. As Stasinus, ArktiiiUH, Lcsch&, 
and others, enlarged the Legend of Troy by conipo- 
sing poems relating to a supped tunc anterior to 
the cummencomcut, or subsequent to the termi¬ 
nation of the Iliad,—as other poets recounted ad¬ 
venture* of Odysseus subsequent to hi* landing in 
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Illiuka,—so Hesiod enlarged and ijilcittlliwd. at 
thr* smut! time that tie corrupted, the skeleton 
theogony which we find briefly indicated in Homer. 
There ii violence and rudeness in the Homeric 
god*, but the great genius of Grecian epic is 00 
wav accountable for the stories of Uronos and 
Kamos—the standing reproach against Pagan le¬ 
gendary narrative. 

How far these stories are the invention of Hesiod 
himself is impossible to determine 1 . They bring 
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ns down to a cast of fancy more roarer and indc- 
Ucate than (lie JfttiiiL’ric, mad move nearly resem¬ 
bling some oi' the Holy Chapters ( jciih AuyrH) nj 
llic mure recent mysteries, inch {for example) u 
I he tale o f Dionysos Zagreos, There ia evidence 
in the Thcogony itself that the author was se¬ 
quoia tad with local legends current both at Kr£to 
and at Delphi ; for he mentions both the matin- 
tnitueave in Krille w hr ruin the new-born Zeus was 
hidden, and the stone near the Delphian temple— 
thfc identical stone vv bicti Krunus hail swallowed— 
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•* placed by Zeus himself as a sign nnd wonder to 
mortal men." Both these two monuments, which JJjjJ* 
the poet expressly refers to, and had probably 
•een, imply a whole train of accessory and expla- ami ihi^u. 
natory local legends—current probably among the 
priests of KrOte and Delphi, between which places, 
in ancicift times, there was on intimate religious 
connection. And we may trace further in the 
poem,—that which would be the natural feeling 
ol Krillan worsliipcr* of Zeus,—an effort to make 
out that Zeus was justified in hts aggression on 
Kronas, by the conduct of Knonos himself both 
towards his father and towards his children: the 
treatment of Kronos hy Zeus appears in Hesiod as 
the retribution foretold and threatened by the mu* 
tiUled Uranos against the son who had outraged 
him. In fact the relations of Uranot and G»a 
ate in almost all their particulars a mere copy and 
duplication of those between Krouos and Rhea, 
differing only in the mode whereby the final cata¬ 
strophe is brought about. Now castration was a 
practice thoroughly abhorrent both to the feelings 
and to the customs of Greece 1 ; hut it was seen 
with melancholy frequency in the domestic life as

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well as in the religious worship of Phrygia and 
other parts of Asiu, and it even became the special 
qualification of a pnw»t of the Great Mother Cy« 
bcl£\ as well as of the Ephesian Artemi#. The 
employment ol the sickle ascribed to Kronos seems 
to be the product of an imagination familiar with 
the Asiatic worship and legends, which Vcrc con¬ 
nected with and partially resembled the KHKinV 
And this deduction heroines the more probable 
when we connect it with the first genesis ol iron, 
which 1 lesiod mentions to have been produced for 
the express purpose of fabricating the fatal sickle; 
for metallurgy fimU a place in the early legend* 
both of the Tnojmi and of the Krtitan Ida, and the 
three Idieun Dactyls, the legendary inventors of it, 
are aligned sometimes to one and sometime* to 
the other - . 

As Hesiod had extended the Homeric series of 
gods by prefixing the dynasty of Uruiios to that of 
Kronas. »o the Orphic theogonv lengthened it still

First came Chrouos, or Time, a® a person, 
after him *£th6r and Cbm, out of whom Chronos 
produced the east mundane egg. Hence emerged 
in process of time the fust-born god Vhwt*, or 
MAUfl, or Htoikopasos, a person of double sex. who 
tot generated the Kosmos. or mundane system, 
and who carried within him the seed ot the god*. 
Uc gave birth to Njrx, by whom he begat Unmet 
and Gj*u } m well as to Helios nad Selt'u6*. 

From Unmo* and G*ea sprang the three Mrer*. 
or Fates, the three Ccutimane* and the three 
Cycl&|»«s: these latter were cast by Uranoi into 
Tartarus, under the forcbodiug that they would 
mb him of his dominion. In revenge for this mal¬ 
treat men t or her sous, Ga?a produced of heredf 
the fourteen Titans, seven male and seven female: 
the former were Kccos, Krios, Phurkya, Kiouo*. 
Ooeonui, llyipriAR and l«p«oa; the Utter were 
Thcuus, Tctlivs. Mm'umsyu*, Thcia. Di6u6, Phcob* 
and lU>ca\ They received t!ic name of Titans 
becau-e they avenged upon 13 ran os the csrpuUiuu 
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of I heir eider brothers, Six of the Titans, headed 
by Kronas the mu&t powerful of thetti aJl, cumpi- 
ring against Urauo&« castrated and dethroned him: 
Ocean us a (one stood aloof and took no pari iti 
Liu’ aggression. Kronas nMtimvd the government 
and fixed liie sent on Olympus; while Occunas 
remained opart, mailer of his own ihvtppjrfi*»p ?4 
The reign of Kroons was a period of tnui4] nil lily 
and happiness, as well fti ol extrjorditiary longevity 
and vigour, 

Krcmoi and Rhea gave birth to 5 £cus and hi* 
brother* and suiters* The concealment and escape 
of the iofunl jCcuh, nml live sw allowing of the stone 
by Kiaruj#, are given m the Orphic Theogony aub- 
btantialiy in the same maimer aa by Hesiod, only 
in a style less simple and more my slid sod, Zeus

;md preserve him, while the armed dance and ^ono- 
roUB insiriuneota of the Kurflies prevent hi* infant 
ericn from reaching ihe car, ot Ktonne* When 
grown up, he lays a snare tur hh father, 11rtoxi- 
cates him with Imricy, and having tmrpmed him in 
the depth of sleep, enchains and erustraiea him'. 
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'Hiu* exalted to the supreme mastery. he swallowed 
and absorbed into himself Mdtis, or l’hands, with 
all the pre-existing elements of things, and then 
generated all things anew out ol his own being an 
conformably to his own divine ideas*. So scanty 
are the remains of this system, that we find »t diffi¬ 
cult to trace individually the gods and goddesses 
sprung from Zeus beyond Apollo, Dionysos, and 
Perecphond,—the latter being confounded with 
Artemis and llekatd. 

Bat there is one new iiersonage, begotten by 
Zeus, who stands pre-eminently marked in the 

Orphic Tbcogony. ami whose adventures constitute 
unc of its peculiar features. Zagreus, 41 the horned 
child,” is the son of Zcua by his own daughter Pcr- 
sephond: be is the favourite of his father, a child 
of mwniificcut promise, and predestined, if hr grow 
up, to succeed to supreme dominion us well as to 
tho handling of the thunderbolt. He U seated, 
whilst an iufiinl. on the throne beside Zeus, guarded 
by Apollo and the Kurdtes. But the jealous HM 
intercepts his career ami incites the Titans against 
him, who, having first smeared their face* with 
plaster, approach him on the throne, tempt his

The Hewodic Theogony, though later in date 
tl in the Iliad nud Odyssey, was corval with the 
earliest period of whut may be called Grecian hi¬ 
story, and certainly of an age curlier than 700 n.c. 

It appeal's to have been widely circulated in 
Greece, and being at one© ancient and short, the 
genera! public consulted it a» their principal source 
of information respecting divine antiquity. Thu 
Orphic Theogony belongs to a later date, and con- • 
tains Lite llesiodic ideas and pursous, enlarged and 
mystically disguised: iu vein of invention was less 
popular, adapted moire to the contemplation uf a 
sect specially prepared than to the taste of a carnal 
audience, and it appears accordingly to have obtain¬ 
ed currency chiefly uiuong purely speculative men'. 
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Among the majority of these latter, however it ac¬ 
quired greater veneration, aud above all wax .uppowd

these peculiar orgies obtained their ndmisdflil and 
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their influence at period* of distress, disease, pub- 
lie calamity anti danger, or religions terror and 
despondency} winch appear to have been but too 
frequent in their occurrence. 

The minds ut men were prone to the belief that 
what they were suffering arose from the displeasure 
of some of the gods, and os they found that the 
ordinary sacrifices and worship were insufficient for 
their protection, so they grtisjied at new sugges¬ 
tions proposed to them with the view of reguining 
tlie divine favour 1 . Such suggestions were mare 
usually copied, either in whole or in part, from the 
religious rite# ol some foreign locality, or from 
*nmc other portion of the Hellenic world *, and in 
this manner many new sects or voluntary religious 
fraternities, promising to relieve the troubled con¬ 
science and to reconcile the sick or suffering with 
t ie offended gods, acquired permanent establish¬ 
ment as well os considerable influence. They wore 
generally under the superintendence of hereditary

« \Y l Days " was himself of a didactic cast 

of thought, like hiukyLidAs, or Solfa*or ThMgni*, 
vet he had present la hU feelings, in common with 
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his countrymen, ihe picture of Grecian mreiinio, 
a* it was set forth in 1 hu current mythes, mad 
still mare in Homer mid those other epical pro¬ 
duction!; winch were theta the only Kristine lite¬ 
rature and lii*tuiy. It was impossible for 1 him 
to exclude, from his sketch of the past, either 
the great persons or the glorious exploits which 
these poems ennobled; and cyan if he himself 
could have consented to such no exclusion, the 
sketch would have become repulsive to his hearers. 
Hut |he chiefs who figured before Thebes and Troy 
could not he well iiUmtilkd cither with the golden, 
the silver, or the brazen race; moreover it was 
essential that they tihmdii he placed m immediate 
contiguity with the present race, because their de*- 
scciidauis, real or supposed, were the most promi¬ 
nent mid caiMpicupus of existing men. Hcnae the 
poet is obliged to assign to l hern the fourth place 
in the serins, and lo interrupt the descending ethical 
movement in order to interpolate them between the 
brazen oiuJ the iron race, with neither of which 
they present any analogy. The iron race, to which 
the poet himself unhappily belongs, i* the legitimate 
aUGCQKor, not of the heroic, hut of the bruzdn 
Instead of the fierce and &clh annihilating pugnacity 
which charactCrimea the latter, the iron race mani¬ 
fest a an aggregate of simdlrr and meaner vice* and 
niiseliitrU, It will not parish by suicidal cxtincthui— 
hut it is* growing worse and worse, and is gradually 
losing Its vigour, so that Z<:u~, u ill mil vouchsafe to 
presene much longer auch a race iijkki the earth, 
Wc tlm* see that the series ut races imagined by 
the poet of the ,f Works and Days" is the product of 
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two distinct und incongruous veins of knugircalmn, 

—the didactic or ethical btending with the primi¬ 
tive mythical or epical* Hie poem is remarkable 
a# the most ancient didactic production of the pg,^ 
Greeks, and m one of the firet symptoms of a new 
tone of sentiment finding its way into their lit*— tatfe 
rutvire, never dUimtail to become ex Li nett Tlie p°™" 
tendency of the “ Works and Day* ** is auti-beraic* 
fur from seeking La inspire admiration for adven¬ 
turous enterprise, the author itieulcuic^ the strictest 
justice, tbe most unremitting labour and frugality, 
anil a sober, not to say mhmtus, esiinuite of nil 
the minute fpcckltie* of the future. Prudent and 
probity are hift means practical comfort and Uap- 
pinesa ]ik end. Bui he deeply kch, and h^ n- 
ly exposes, ike manifold wickedness and short¬ 
comings of Ids contemporaries, ** reference to this 
capital standard* He lions with displeasure ffOto 
the present men, nut because they are too fi’ehle 
to hurl either the ipeur of Achilles or some irasi 
boundjiry-stonc, but becniiee they are rapacious, 
kuavkh, and unprincipled. 

Ttm dsemons drat introduced into the religious rtratoy 
atmosphere of alio Grecian world by the author of 
thej* f Works and Days,” OS generic-all v different from 
tin: gods, but essentially good, ami m forming 
the intermediate agents and police between goda 
and men,—-are deserving of attention as ilia seed 
af a doctrine which afterwards underwent mnuy 
changes, and became of great importance* first as 
one of the constituent elements uf pft£ftn faith, 
then as one of the helps to its subversion. It will 
be recollected that lho buried remnant* of the huh- 
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wicked silver EWWi though they an not recognized 
wv d minima, urc ihlJ tjonsjdercd m having a sub¬ 
stantive existence* a mime, mid dignity. in the 
under-world. The a Lap was easy* to treat them as 
Uaanim# also, hut a* damsons of n defective awl 
malignant character: this step was mtwle by Em- 
pudochki and Xenoemie^. mid lu a ccruiiii extent 
vouiilciiuncctl by Pinto' Then? came thu» to he 
admitted among ihe pagan pliHcwtipEicrs rise mo ns 
botli good and bad, m every degiec; mid these 
g--3 dwiiiona were found available as a. means of ex- 
plaining many phenomena for which it was not 
laoov in lent to admit the ugeuev oJ Hi* gods* They 
served to relieve the god* from the odipm ol phy¬ 
sical and moral evils, w well pb from the necessity 
of constantly meddling in small affairs ; and the 
>n>jrehunable CdrCJiihfliti of the pagan world were 
defended upon the ground that in no other way 
could the exigencies uf such malignant beings he 
appeased ‘liny wm? most fmpienih not iced ih 
Quism of evil, and thus the name ie/aN/ioni eat no 
insensibly to convey with it n had acme,—tbi idea 
of an evil being a* contrasted with the goodlier of 
a god. So il WIIS found by the Christian writers 
when they commenced their controversy with pit* 
gamsm. One branch of their argument led them 
to identify the pagan gods with dmniDUS in the evil 
^nie, and the insensible change in the received 
r 1 cnfjrrr#ii rucaning ol the word lent them a specious assist* 
ance. For they could easily show that not only 
[wrmmnii. j p Hoturr, lint in the general language *4 early 
pn^mis, nil the gods generally were spoken nt ni 
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drttnons—and thrroforc, vvrb&lIf speaking, Cle¬ 
mens and Talkn seemed to affirm nothing mor* 
against Zew* pr Apollo than wa* involved m Ike 
hmgunce nf paganism itself* Vei the nudtencG of 
Homer or Soplioklfe would Have siremimisty repu¬ 
diated the proposition, if it hnd boon put to them in 
the sense which the word rfifawm bore in the 
mid amu^ die circle of these Christian writers. 

In the imagination of the author of the ^\nrk« 
anil Dam? the dummnt occupy an important pta», «£££ 
anil are regarded ft* heintr of smfam pimctfetd «fti* 
cicucy. Whdn he is rtotonitwling with the rolem 
around him upon their gro-- injustice a» d coirup- 
lion t he remind* them ol the vn&t number of tlitsr 
immortal servants of Zeus who me perpetually on 
guard amidst mankind* and through whom the 
visitation* I the t$ods will descend even up r ‘»> the 
most potent evildoers 1 . Ilia supposition that thr 
darinou8 were not gods, hut Jvpnrted men or Hie 
gnldtm race, showed hiro to multiply their number 
indefinitely, without to* much cheapening lire di¬ 
vine dignity* 

As this poet has been so muth enslaved Uy the 
rnrrent legends a* to introduce the Heroic nice 
into o series to which it decs not legitimately be- 
Ion" -■» ho he* under the same influence iMerle'1 
in another P «rt of his |*o«tm the mythe of 1W6« 
and PiwnflthEUs’, as a mean* of c*i>!iining the 
primary diffusion, and actual abundance, of Wit 
among mankind. Vet this mytlu) can ui no 
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way consist with hie quintuple scale of distinct 
riices, <uid is in fact n totally diutiiir-i 
explain the gniTic problem,—the transition of tnaii- 
kind from a supposed state of Mitcccrltml Jmppi- 
to one ul preseiil toil unci coffering. Such an 
inconsistency i* not a sufficient reason for ques* 
llolling die gemiiiifiHNs of either pai&age; for the 
lwo dories, though one contradicts the other, both 
harmonise with that central purpose wlueh ^overr^ 
the author s mind,—a querulous and didactic ap¬ 
preciation of die |irecent. Tlmt such was his pur¬

He frond not only m moat parts 
of Hellos, hut throughout oh the other regions ihcn 
known to thn Greeks, from Gadfis to the river 
Tliermtoton in the Buxine and to Scythia over¬ 
coming all difficulties and vanquishing nil oppo¬ 
nents. Distinguished families arc everywhere to 
be traced who bear his patronymic, and glory m 
the belief Ihut thev tire lus descendants, Among 
Adhrauns. Kadmritms, and IMriana, is 

veonruted; the latter especially mutt him as their 
principal hero—the Patron Hero-God of llui race: 
the Ih'rakleiib form linntig all Dfirian* oprivittpcu 
gens, in wluch at Sparta the special Uucuge of the 
twt> kings was included. 

His character lends itself to mythes etmnlless m 
number as well m disparate in their character. The 
irreiialible frreo remains constant, but it 
limes applied with ruckle* violence against fnewb 
as well as demies* sometimes devoted to the relief 
or the oppressed. The comic writer* often brought 
him ont us a coarse and stupid gluiton, while the 
Athenian philosopher IVodiko*. without at all dis¬ 
torting the type, extracted from it the simple, uii- 
presrive, ami imperialwble apologue atilt known us 
the Choice of Hercules. 

After the death and iipolheosis of lldfikHN. hi* 
son II vllos and his other children wore expelled 
and persecuted by Eurynthetts; the fear of whose 
vengeance deterred both the Tnrnhmmn Wtt$ 
K«yx ami the Tlttba&s from Iwrhoiinntt them. 
Tlie Athenians ohmc were generous enough to 
brave the risk of offering them belter.

After Nestor the line of the NAldds numbers 
undistinguished names,—Bhrus, Pentbilus, and An- 
dropompu^—three successive generations down to 
Mclauilius, who on the invasion of Ptdoponhfotis 
bv the tlerakleids, quitted PyiM and retired to 
Athcu&» where he became king, in a manner which 
1 &haN her carter recount, Hk son Kodrus was the 
last At hgfflhn king I and Nideua* one at' the sons 
of Korfm#, is mentioned as the principal conductor 
(,t h 'bat is called the lonlo ctn^praridn Gni Athm 
to Asia Minor 1 , It is certain that during the 
hMoricrd age, not merely Lhe princely family of 
the K-.nl ruls in Miletus* Ephesus, and other Ionic 
dtifll, hut some of the j;rearest families even in 
AMiens itself, traced their hemic lineage through 
ilia Ntfhdd# up to Poscid6ti: and the legends re- 
^peering Nest hr and Poriklymauoa would find espe¬ 
cial favour amidst Greeks with such feelings and 
belief- 7 he Kodrrda at Ephesus, and probablv 
some other Ionic towns, long retained the title and 
honorary precedence of kings, even after they had 
lust the substantial power belonging ro the ofBee; 
They stood in the some relation, embodying hnlh 
reJigious wondiip and supposed ancestry, to the 
NiHcidfi and IWiddn, as the chiefs of the jEolic 
cLilumcs to Agroiomnfln and Orest is. The Athe- 
ni;m despot Petri stratus was named after the son 
ul Nestor in the Odyssey: and wc may safely 
presume that the heroic worship of the Ngleids

Ur^ ? the ancient piest and friend of Admetus, ar¬ 
rived during the first hour of lamentation; his

sheltered Pfcteus when, u bilged to % his count ry in 
cnnbcqucuco of tin-' in voluntary murder of Eury- 
ti&n, KrAtbfiw* the wife of Akustus, btenmitig 
enamoured of Pfllcus, made to him advances wlitcli 
hi,? rv|mdialed. Exasperated at bis refusal, md de¬ 
termined to procure his destruction, riie persuaded 
her lunbiul! hat PMeos had attempted her chastity : 
upon which AkasLus conducted Htett* out upon a 
hunting excursion among the woody regions of 
Mount Pfclmn, contrived to steal from him the swurd 
fabricated urn! given by ll&phaesios; and then fch 
him, alone and unarmed, to pariah by the hands of 
the Centaurs or by the wild beasts* By the friendly 
nid of the Centaur Chcirfot, however, frdeus wa* 
preserved, and his tword restored to him : return¬ 
ing to the city, he avenged himself by putting to 
death both Ahaatu* and his perfidious wife'. 

But among#! ail the tegtiid* with which the 
name of Pd ins is connected, by far the mast me¬ 
morable i* that of -fasbn and the Argonautic expe¬ 
dition. JasAn was son of /Ea6n T grandson of Krfh 
Uieus, and thus great-grandson of Aitw* PeUaa, 
having consulted the itrade refracting the security 
of. his dominion at UXkm, had received in answer 
a warning to beware of ihe man who -Houhl ap¬ 
pear before him with only on b sandal. I le was cele¬ 
brating a festival in honour nf PtfMitldn, when it 
happened that Jas&n appeared before him with one 
ejf hi* feet un sandaled s he had lost one sandal in 
wading through the swollen current ol the nvtT 
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Aimuroiu Pel jus inimediately undcrstooil tbut i&nB 
v.m the enemy against whom the oracle had fore¬ 
warned him. An a means of averting the danger, 
ha imposed upon Ja^'jn the desperate taak of bring¬ 
ing buck to Ifilkos the Golden Fleece *—the lleeee of 
Ui at nun winch hiul carried J'hryxm from Ac haw 
to Kofchtt, and which Phryxas had dedicated in the 
latter conutry as an offering to Lhe god Ards. The 
ftwull of this injunction was lit? iMemorable expe¬ 
dition— of the ship Arg6 and her crew enlk-d [he 
Argonauts* cun^vesed of the bravest ami nohlcAt 
youths of Greece—which cannot ho conveniently 
included among the legends of the Solids, and fat 
reserved for n separate chapter. 

The v my age of the ArgA was long protracted* 
and Pdias, persuaded that ueither tin ship nor her 
crow would ever return, put lo death both the 
father and mother of Justin, together with their 
no.tui film. .'Esfj’m, the father, being permitted to 
ifcMt* the manner of his own death, drank bull's 
blond while performing a sacrifice to the god* 
At length, however, JosAu did return, hringing with 
him mil only die gulden fleece, but also Medea, 
daughter of king of Kaldiis, as lira wife, 

—a woman distinguished for magical skill and cun- 
N'tig, by whose (vsebtonce alone the Argonauts had 
succeeded in their project. Though determined to 
nvenge himself upon Petiim, JaaAa knew he could 
only succeed by stratag e m : bo remained with bis 
coropanjons at n short distance from IMlm, while 
M&Jcn, feigning hercejf a fugitive from his ill- 
usage, entered the town alone, and procured act l - 
to the daughters wf Pd ins. By exhibitions uf 
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her magical powers tbt» soon obtained unipiiilihed 
ascendency over their mi tula. Por example, she 
selected from the flocks of Pelios a mui m the 
extremity of old ago, cut! him up and boiled him 
in n caldron with herbs, and brought him out in 
ilic shape of a young and vigorous lamb 1 : the 
daughters of Pd ms were made to believe that their 
old father could in like manner be restored to 
youth. In this p&nimsiou thry cut lum up with 
their own hands and cast hk limbs into the eaP 
draft, trusting that Medea would produce upon him 
I he same magical effect, M&k-a pretended thnl an 
invocation to the moon was a necessary ts^irt of tin? 
ceremony . she went up to the top 01 the house b* 
if to pronounce it, add there lighting the 
signal concerted with the Argonauts p and his 

companions bunu in and |K*&86ssed thaniet™ oi 
the town, Satiaficd with having thus revenged 
him we If, J icsnn yielded the princijwilily of h'dko* 
to A k asms, turn of Pel inn* mid retired with M&leu 
to Corinth, Thus did the godded Dvrv gratify 
her ancient w rath against Pidias she had n u 
stonily watched over Jasfiri, and had carried the 
a alP notorious'' ArgA through its innumerable pc, 
tils, in order that JasAn might bring home MMea 
to aecotnplish llio min of hid undo*.

ern side, from whence they flow into the Eubaum 
sea near Lnrymua': and it appear? that, on long os

Mcg&, the son of Phyluu*, 
cmuflfauid* the contingent from Dntichion and the 
Echfiriu*. Polyxenos returns safe from Troy. ie 
succeeded by his son Aiuj'hiiuncttos,— named after 
the Epeian chief who bad fallen before Troy,—and 
he again by another Elm*, in whose time the 
Durians and the JUVnklcids invade Felopmmfisna 3 . 
These two names, barren of actions or attributes, 
arc probably introduced by the genealogists wliuni

So long as Meleager contended in the 
field ike /EtfiLirms had the superiority, lint be 
presently refused to come forth, Indignant at the 
curses imprecated ujion him by his mother : for 
Althaea, wrung with sorrow For (he death of her 
brother, flung herself upon the ground in (ears, 
beat the earth violentIv with her hands, and ini- 
pTorcd Hadta and Persepliyn^ to inflict death upon 
Meleager,—a prayer which the anrelenting Krinnys 
in Krobim heard hut too well. St) keenly did the 
hero resent thif ht’hnvimjr of bis mother, that be 
kept aloof from the war and the Kureter not only 
drove the jEtMtfna from the field, hut availed the 
walls and gates of KnlydAn, and were on the point 
of overwhelming its dismayed mUaLiUntS, There 
was no hope of safety except in the arm of Me¬ 
leager; hut Meleager lay in his chamber by the 
side of tits beautiful wife Kleopatra, the dnughlt r 
of Idas* and heeded not (he necessity.

We know from the sharp censure of Pliny, that 
S upholds heightened the pat ho of ibis* subject by 
Ids account uf the mournful death of Mele&ger’b 
sisters. who perished from excels uf grief. They 
were changed into the birds called Mukiigrides, 
and their ncver-ccasint tears ran together into 
amber", But iu the hands of Euripides— whether 
terminally through him or not', we cannot tell— 
Atikula became the prominent figure and motive 
oi the piece, while the party convened to hunt llie 
KulydAttintt boar was made to comprise all the di¬ 
stinguished heroes from every ^uniter o!

Etch of those character* is a itar uf the first 
magnitude in the Grecian hemisphere : endi name 
suggests ike idea of tome Ini cresting romance or 
souk harrowing tragedy: the corse, which taints 
the family from the beginning, ittflfota liudlijiliud 
wouudil at every successive gcneratlmi* So, *1 
least, the Stgff of the Pdupids pnasnti nself* after 
il had boon successively expanded and decorated 
by epic, lyric and Iragic poets. It wilt lie effi¬ 
cient to touch briefly upon evcnLs with which 
evi ry reader of Grecian poclry k more or less 
familiar. and lo offer some remarks upon Lite way

recreative centre of lhc Peloptmn&iUfc—and when 
lhc Lydian am) Phrygian heroic names, Midas and 
Gygtbi, were the types of wealth and luxury, as 
wdl m of chariot-driving, in the imagination of n 
Greek, The meonirideniUle villages of the Pisulid 
derived ihcir whole importance from the vicinity of 
Olympia : thuy are not deemed worthy of notice in 
Hie CiUahjgtic of Homer, Nor could the 
a logy which connected the eponym of the entire 
peninsula with Pisa have nhinmed currency iu 
Greece unless it hud been sustained by pro&eBtak* 
hiished veneration for the locality of Olympia. Pul 
it Cite sovereign of the humble Pi64 wna to be 
cognised as foremnoer of the thrice-wealthy prince? 
of Mykfina , it berime necessary to susigii «om< 
cxphutnlairy cause of his riches. Hence the =up* 
position of lik being m immigrant, sun of a wealthy 
Lydian named Tantalus, who was the otFflpring 
of Zeus end Ploutd. Lydian wealth and Lydian 
chariot driving rendered Pclops a fit person to uc- 
CUljy his place in the legend, both a* ruler of Pisa 
and progenitor of the Mykcmean Atrad*. K«ii 
w dli the iidtuLriun of these two circrmirtanccs there 
i& eouaidcrahte difficulty, for those who wish to 
read Lhc legend• ns cun sect!tm hLlun, in milking 
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1 }i l" Pdnptdi pass smoothly and plausibly from Pisa 
io Mvkfna: 

I skull briefly recount the lege mis «f thb great 
heroic family as 11 icy eamt: lu stand in their full 
and ultimate growth, after the toc$>: teal ion o| Pe- 
lop6 ul Pisa had been tacked on as u prelace to 
Ilatutr's version of the Pdopid genealogy. 

Tautnlus, residing near Mo tin l Sipylm in Lydia, 
had two children, Pelop and NiuUu He was a 
man of immciisc po^-ssiaui ami pie-etiiiuuiit Imp. 
jiincss* above the tut of Eiutnamty; the gads com¬ 
municated with him freely, received him at their 
bam plots, and accepted of Ids hospitality in re¬ 
turn. 1 nto k icated with such pto-jimiy, Tantalus 
became guilty of gross wickedness. He stoic nec¬ 
lair and ambrosia from tin tabic of Lin gods, and 
revealed their secret* to mankind In* killed and 
served up to them at a feast his own son Pelop*. TMtahc. 
Hut gods were liurror-slruck when they discovered 
the meal prepared fur them: r Avm restored the 
mane ted youth to life, and as Du mi ter, then ah* 

Mirhed hi grief fur the loss uf bar daughter Persm 
phonfc, had eaten a jurtion of the shoulder, lie 
supplied an ivory shoulder Ui place of it. Tati- 
tiihiA expiated Ids emit by exemplary punishment. 

He wits placed in the under-world, with fruit and 
ttaier seemingly dose to him, yet eluding his 
lunch us often as he tried to grasp them, mid 
leaving Ins hunger md thirst incessant nod umip- 
pensed 1 .

To revenge 
and reiniburea themselves, the Tyndarichi invaded 
Ah -vrun, placing ihemsdv^ in ambush in the 
iKiMmv Of cm ancient oak, But Lynkvus, cndin d 
with pretermit ora I powers of vi sin n t mounted to the 
top of Taygetus, (row whence, aa he could recover 
tiic whole Pelupaitn&ma, tie detected them in their 
clmneii place 01 concealment, Such wa* the m r- 
rative of the antiem Cyprian Vertex, Kast 6 r 
Itcrishiid by the hand of Idas, Lyftkeu* by that of 
Pollux. Idas, seizing a stone pillar from the tomb 
of lus father Apbareua, hurled it at Pollux, knocked 
him down and *lunm-d him S but Zeus, interposing 
at the critical moment for the protection of hi* non, 
kille<| Idas with a thunderbolt. Zeus would have 
conferred upon Pollux the gilt of immortiditv hut 
the latter could not endure cxktene* without hi* 
brother : he entreated pcnnia&mo u, thorn the gift 
wHh Kntior, and both were accordingly permitted 
lo l»re, but only on even* other day 1 , 

The Dioakoru or Was of ^ t * Q 
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Spartan heroes, KastAr and Pollux, were denomi¬ 
nated,—were recognised in the historical days of 
(ireece os gods, and received divine lionours. This 
is even uuticed in a passage of the Odyssey, which 
is at any rate a very old interpolation, as well as in 
one of the Homeric hymns. What is vet more 
remarkable is, that they were invoked during pnrt( 
storms at feu, iia the special and all-powerful pro* kwv ,u ' 
tertors of the endangered mariner, although their 
attributes and their celebrity seem to be of a cha¬ 
racter so dissimilar. They were worshiped through¬ 
out most parts of Greece, but with pre-eminent 
sanctity at Sparta. 

KnelAr and Pollux being removed, the Spartan 
genealogy passes from Tyndarcus to Menelous, and 
from him to OreatAa. 

Originally it appears that MessAnA was a naino 
for the western portion of LacAnia, bordering on 
what was called Pvlos: it is so represented in the 
Odyssey, and Ephnrus seems to have included it 
amongst the possessions of OrestAs and his de¬ 
scendants*. Throughout the whole duration of the 
Mess Anico- Dorian kingdom, there never was any 
town called MessAnA : the town was first founded 
by Epaineinondas, after the battle of Leuctra. The 
heroic genealogy of MessAnia starts from the some 
name as that of LacAnia—from the autochthonous 
Lclex : his younger son, Polykatm. raamea Mes- 
sAnA, daughter of the Argcian Triopas, and settles 
the country. Pausanias tells us that the posterity 
of this pair occu|ucd the country for live genera¬ 
tions i but he in vain searched the ancient genem- 
' (M)» ui. IA DiodAr. n. ^ 
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logical poem* to find the names of their descend¬ 
ants To them succeeded l\?ri*r&, sun of .rEolus; 
uud Aphareus and Lamkippus, according to Pausa- 
mas, ware sons of Perils. Idas and Lyukcus are 
the only heroes, distinguished for persona) exploits 
and memorable attributes, belonging to Mewtoia 
proper. 'I hey are the counterpart of the Dioskuri, 
and were interesting persons in the old legendary 
poem8. Marptfssn was the daughter of KuOnus, 
and wooed by Apollo: nevertheless Idas* carried 
her od by the aid of a winged chariot which he 
hnd received from IWidAn. Eudinis pursued 
them, uud when he arrived at the river Lykormas, 
he found hirnseif unable to overtake them: his 
grief caused hint tu throw himself into the river, 
w Inch ever afterwards bore his name. Idas brought 
Marp£ssa safe to Mr&s£uia, and even when Ajxdlo 
1 hero claimed her of him. he did not fear to risk a 
combat with the god. But Zeus interfered as me¬ 
diator. and permitted the maiden to choose which 
of the two she preferred. She attached herself to 
Idas, being apprehensive Quit Apollo would desert 
her in her old age: on the death of her lmsbund 
she slew herself. Both Idas and Lynkeus took part 

m the Argonautic expedition and in the KaJyddnian 
hoar-hunt 1 . 
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Aphareua, after the death of his sons, founded 
the town of AriM, and made over most part of 
his dominions to his kinsman Nelcus, with whom 
we pass iuto the Pylinn genealogy. 
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The Arcadian divine or heroic pedigree begins 
with Pelosgus, whom both Hesiod and Alias con- 
sidered as an indigenous man, though Akusilaus 
the Argeiau represented him os brother of Argos 
and son of Zeus by NiubA, daughter of PliorAueus; 
tiii? logographer wished to establish a community 
of origin between the Argeians and the Arcadians. 

LvkaAn, son of Pelnagus and king of Arcadia, 
had. by different wives, fifty sons, thc~most savage, 
impious and wicked of mankind : Maualus wu 
the eldest of them. Zeus, in order that he might 
himself become a witness of their misdeeds, pre¬ 
sented himself to them in disguise. They killed a 
child and served it up to him for n meal’; hut the 
god overturned the table and struck dead with 
thunder I-ykaAn and all his fifty sons, with the 
single exception uf Nyktimus. the youngest, whom 
he spared at the earnest intercession of the god- 
dew (the Earth). The town near which the 
table was overturned received the name of Trapczus 
(Tablctown). ^ 

This singular legend ftromed on the same ety¬ 
mological type as that of the ants in ^gma, re¬ 
counted elsewhere) seems ancient, and may pro¬ 
bably belong to the Hcsiodic Catalogue. But 
I ausanias tills u* a story in many respects dif- 
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fcrcnt, which was represented to hirn in Arcadia 
as the primitive local account, and which becomes 
the more interesting, as he tells us that he him¬ 
self fully believes it. Bolli tales indeed go to il¬ 
lustrate the same point—the ferocity of Lvkn6n’s 
character, as well as the cruel rites which he prac¬ 
tised. The latter was the first who established the 
worship and solemn games of Zeus Lykxus: he 
offered up u child to Zeus, and made libations 
with the blood upon the altur. Immediately after 
having perpetrated this act, he was changed into a 
wolf. 

" Of the truth of this narrative (observes Pnu- n**p«u. 
sanias) I feel persuaded: it has been repeated by 5' pl»u! U 
the Arcadians from old times, and it carries pro- ttlM ’ 
babiiity along with it. For the tnen of that day, 
from their justieo and piety, were guests and com- 
pauions at table with the gods, who manifested 
towards them approbation when they were good,

Kekmps. the eponymous 
hem of the portion of Attica called Kekropia, come 
lo he placed in the mythical chronology at a 
higher jxnnt even than the primitive god or boro 
hrcditheus.

The epic poets. budding both cm the general Iqvl- 
of fabulous incident and on the easy hmh of the 
people, deall with distant and tmkuuwi* space in 
i fii.* ^amc manner m with past and unrecorded time. 
They created ^ mythical geography for the former, 
ami n mythical history fur the latter. Bui there 
waw this material difference between the two: that 
while the unrecorded time was beyond the reudi of 
verification* the unknown space gradually become 
trodden and crammed, b proportion as authentic 
tucal knowledge was enlargul, it became necessary 
to modify the geography, or shift the scene of ac- 
ti"»i ot the old mythes ; and this perplexingproblem 
«’as undertaken by hjiiu of the uiilvst hzaloriauh 
and geographer* uf antiquity,—for it was painful 
to t Firm to abandon any portion of the old epic, u> 
if il were Mhtti of an ascertainable basis nt 
truth

For the navigator or cmigmnt, starting with an vm- 
suajm'iuiisi iaithm their real cxktence, Ipoksd out fur 
them in In* diotuhl voyages* and constantly fancied 
that he had aecn or beard of thorn, ap as to be able 
to bh'iitify their exact situation. Tlju contru- 
dietary account* indeed, aa might be expecti:d, were 
often given respecting the huiUuIc ami longitude of 
such fanciful w|MJt» k but this did not jiui an end to 
I he general belief in their real existence* 

In the present advanced stale of geographical 
knowledge, the story of tlmt man wbu after wad¬ 
ing Gulliver 1 ® Travels went to look in Ids ruap far 
UUijmt, appears an absurdity, Gut those who fixed 
the exact Locality nf the floating island of ifiohll 
or the rocks of the Sirens did touch the ^aiuti 1 . 
and r with their ignorance of geography and impure 
feet appreciation of historical evidence* the error 
was hardly to be avoided. The ancient belief

To 
Achilla the god* had promised the full clfulgence 
of heroic glory lieforc the walls of Troy ; nor could 
the place he taken without both his co-operation 
anil that of hi* son aftci him. But they had fore¬ 
warned him that this brilliant career would hi* ra¬ 
pidly brought to m dote; and that if he desired a 
long life, he must remain tranquil and inglorious in 
his native land. In spite of the reluctance of his 
mother Thetis, lie preferred few year* with bright 
renimn, and joined the Acha?an host*. When 
Nestdr and Odysseus came to Phlltia to invite 
him, both he and his intimate friend Putroclus 
eagerly obeyed the call*.

At this period of the war the Grecian army was 
deprived of PahuuMfe, one of it* ablest chiefs. 
Odysseus bad not forgiven the artifice by which 
Palum£d£* Imd detected In* simulated disunity, nor 
was he without jealousy of a rival clever niul cun¬ 
ning in a degree equal, if not superior, to himself; 
one who had enriched the Greeks with the inven¬ 
tion of letters, of dice for amusement, of night- 
watches, as well iw with other useful suggestion*. 
According to the old Cyprian epic, PukumMiri was 
drowned while halting, by the bunds of Odysseus 
and Dium£dfo‘. Neither in the Iliad nor the Oily*. 
scy does the name of PahnntMlri occur: the lofty 
position which Ody^wus occui«ej* in both those 
poems—noticed with some degree of dripjco&ure 
even by Puidar. who described Pul mut'd <5 a a- the 
wrier man ot the two—is sufficient to explain Lbe 
nnrnsiou \ But in the more advanced period of 
ihe fircck mind, when intellectual superiority came 
to Acquire a higher plucc in the public esteem as 
contpared with miliUiry prowess, the character ol 
I uhiintWliV*, cumhined with his unhappy lute, rco-

and to (he delusion of the leading Greeks. In the 
last epeedj it in do by the philosopher Sokratga to 
bin Athenian judges, he dTIudee with solemnity and 
fellow-feeling tn the unjust condemnation of Tnla^ 
TuMtte, as nuulogiMM to flint which he lujiuodf was 
nlwjut to suffer ; mid his companion* seem lo have 
dwelt with saiisfmriinit on the comparison, Fofu* 
in Met passed Tor an instance of the slanderous en¬ 
mity mid misfortune which iso often wait upon su¬ 
perior 2 fluiti&*.

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In these expeditions the Grecian army consumed 
nine years, during which the subdued Trojans dared 
not give battle without their walls for fear of 
Achilles. Ten years was the fixed epical duration 
of the liege of Troy, just a* five years was the du¬ 
ration of the siege of Kamikua by the Krt'tan arma¬ 
ment which came to avenge the death of Minos': 
ten years of preparation, ten year* of siege, and 
ten years of wandering for Odysseus, were periods 
suited to the rough chronological dashes of the an¬ 
cient epic, and suggesting no doubts nor difficulties 
■■tufTl. original hearers. But it was otherwise 

«on«w. when the same events came to be contemplated by 
the hiAtoridsing Greeks, who could not bo satis¬ 
fied without other finding or inventing satisfactory 
bond# of coherence between the separate events. 

I liunyriidt*s tells ns that the Greeks were less nu¬ 
merous than the poets have represented, and that 
being moreover very poor, they were nimble to * 
procure adequate and constant provisions : hence 
they were compelled to disperse their army, nml to 
employ a pail ot it in cultivating the Chersonese, 

—a part in marauding expeditious over the neigh¬ 
bourhood. Could the whole army have been em¬ 
ployed against Troy at once (he says), the siege 
would have been much more speedily and easily 
concluded*, It the great historian could permit 
litriucil thus to amend the legend in so many points,

A period of comparative mteruii&sioii however 
vras now at bond for tin? Trujaus, 'IIn? god* brought 
about tin memorable fit of auger or Achilles, under 
the influence of which he refused to pm on bis 
armour, and kept his Myrmidon* m camp, Ac¬ 
cording to the Cypna, ihuwBS the behest of Zeus, 
who hint compassion on the Trojans: according to 
tile Iliad, Apollo win* the originating cause 1 , from 
anxiety to avenge the injury which his priest 
Chry&£s had endured from AgaruemnAn. Fur a con- ^ 
atdcndde lime, the combats of the Greeks agnitisl Sfifiy* 
Troy were conducted without their best warrior. . Mpr, " r 
and severe indeed w;l- the humiliation which they -Wdi^ 
underwent in eoiiBeijiience, How the remaining 
Grecian chiefs vainly strove to mulct* amends for 
bis absence—how UectAr and the Trojans defeated 
and drove them to their ships—how the actual 
blaze of Lhc destroying llatm^ applied b\ I L ei hr to 
the nhip of Protesitous, rowed up die anxious mid 
sympat Idling Patrukhis, and extorted n reluctant 
content irenu AuhflJes, to allow hit, friend and his 
follower^ to gr* forth and avert the last extremity 
of ruin-—'how Achilles,, when Palruklus had hveu 
b'lkd by Hwtfif, forgetting his anger fit grief far 
the death ef his friend, re-entered lhc fight* drove J 
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the Tmjans within their walls with immense slaugh¬ 
ter, and satiated his revenge l»olli upon the living 
and the dead Ilcetftr—all these events have been 
chronicled, together with those divine dispensations 
on which most of them arc made to depend, in the 
immortal verse of the Hind. 

Hutnrr breaks off with the burial of Hcctdr, 
whose body has just been ransomed by the dis¬ 
consolate Priam; while the lost p<»em of Arktinus, 
entitled the .Ethiopis, so far ns we can judge from 
the argument still remaining of it. handled only 
the subsequent events of the siege. Hie poem of 
Quintus Smyrmvus, comptiscd about the fourth cen¬ 
tury of the Christian mm, seems in its first bonks 
to coincide with the JUthiopis, in the subsequent 
books partly with the Ilins Minor of benches*. 

Hie Trojans, dismayed by the death of HectAr, 
were again animated with hope by the appearance 
of the warlike and beautiful queen of the Amazons, 
Pentbcsilda, daughter of Ar£$, hitherto invincible 
in the field, who came to their assistance from 
rbracc at the head of a hand of her countrywomen. 
She again led the besieged without the walls to en¬ 
counter the Creeks in the open field; mid under 
her auspices the latter were at first driven back, 
until she too was slain by the invincible arm of 
Achilles. The victor, ou taking ofT the helmet of 
his fair enemy as she lay on the ground, was pro¬ 
foundly affected and captivated liy her ehanns. for 
which he was scornfully taunted by Tl»cnit&: ex- 
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asperated by this rash insult, he killed Thermites on 
the spot with a blow ot’ his fist. A violent dispute 
among the Grecian chief* was the result, for Dio- 
mthlfc, the kinsman of Thcrsit&s, warmly resented 
the proceeding; and Achilles was obliged to go to 
Lesbos, where he was purified from the act of ho¬ 
micide by Odysseus 1 . 

Next arrived McmiuSu, son of Titb/iuus and EAs, 
the most stately of living men, with a powerful 
hand ot block /fithiopian*, to the assistance of Troy. 
Sallying forth against the Greeks, he made great 
havoc among them: the brave and populur Anli- 
lochus perished by his hand, a victim to filial de¬ 
votion in defence of NestAr*. Add lice at length 
attacked him, and for a long time the combat was 
doubtful between them: the prowess of Achilles 
and the supplication of Thetis with Zeus finally 
prevailed , whilst Kfis obtained for her vanquished 
son the consoling gift of immortality. Ills tomb, 
however*, was shown near the Propontis, within a

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few miles of the mouth of the nver .KsOpua. and 
was visited annually by the birds called Mcmnoni- 
des, who swept it und bedewed it with water from 
the stream. So the traveller Pausanins was told, 
even in the second century after the Christian ami, 
by the Hellespontinc Greeks. 

But the fate of Achilles himself was now' at hand. 
After routing the Trojans and clmsiug them into 
the town, he was slain near the Ska?an gate by an 
arrow from the quiver of Paris, directed under the 
unerring auspices of Apollo 1 , 'flic greatest efforts 
were made by the Trojans to possess themselves of 
the body, which was however rescued and borne 
off to the Grecian camp by the voIoot of Ajax and 
Odysseus. Bitter was the grief of Thetis for the 
loss of her son : alto came into the camp with 
the Muses and the Nereids to mourn over him ; 
and when a magnificent funeral-pile had been pre¬ 
pared by the Greeks to hum him with every mark 
of honour, she stole away the body and conveyed 
it to o renewed and immortal life in the island of 
Lcukt' in the Euxine Sea. According to some ac¬ 
counts he was there blest with the nuptials and 
company uf Helen*. 

Thetis celebrated splendid funeral games in ho-

of Sky ru» lo invite Nenptolemua to the army. The 
untried bui impetuous youth gladly obeyed the call, 
and received from Odymeus hie father's armour, 
while on the oilier hand, Eurvpylus, son of Tllcphus, 
came from Mysia as auxiliary to the Trojans and 
rendered to them valuable service—turning the tide 
of fortune for a time against the Greeks, and killing 
some of their bravest chiefs, amongst whom was 
numbered PentleAs, and the unrivuied leech Ma- 
chaon'. 'Hie exploits of Neoptoleinus were nuroc* 
ruus, worthy of the glory of his race and the re¬ 
nown of his father. He encountered and slew 
Kurypylus, together with numbers of the Myshui 
warriors: he routed the Trojans and drove them 
within their walls, from whence they never again 
emerged to give battle: nor was he less distin¬ 
guished for his good sense and persuasive diction, 
than for forward energy in the lirld\

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as well as the voice of Helen when she pronounced 
their names and counterfeited the accents of their 
wives', Many of the Trojans were anxious to 
dedicate it to the gods m the city ns n token of 
gratitude for their deliverance ; but the more cau¬ 
tious spirits inculcated distrust of an enemy’s legacy; 
and LaocnAn. the priest of PnscidAn, man nested his 
aversion by striking the side of the hor*c with hi* 
spear. The sound revraled that the horse was hollow, 
but thcTrojuus heeded not this warning of possible 
fraud ; and the unfortunate LnocoAn, a victim to his 
own sagacity and patriotism, miserably perished 
before the eyes of his couulrymen, together with one 
of his sons, two serpents being sent expressly by 
the gods out of the sea to destroy him. By this 
terrific- spectacle, together with the |X!rfuliou* coun¬ 
sels of Siuon, a traitor whom the Creek* had left 
behind for the special purpose of giving lalse infor¬ 
mation, the Trojans were induced to make a breach 
in their own walls, and to drag the fatal fabric with 
triumph and exultation into their city*.

The destruction of Troy, according to the decree 
of the god*, was now irrevocably sealed. While 
the Trojan* indulged in u night of riotous festivity, 
Sinon kindled the tire signal to the Greeks at Tene- 
dus, loosening the holla of the wooden burse, from 
out of which the enclosed heroes descended. The 
cilv r assailed both from within and irom without, 
wm thoroughly aacked and destroyed, with the 
slaughter or captivity of the larger port urn of its 
heroes a» well as its people. The venerable Priam 
perished by the hand of Neoptotemu*, having in 
vain sought shelter at the domestic altar of Zeus 
Herkeios; but his sou Dciphohus, who siuce the 
death of Pans had become the husband of Helen, 
defended Ins house desperately against Odysseus 
and Mcncluus and sold his life dearly. After he 
was slain, hi* body wa* fearfully mutilated by the 
latter 1 .

Thus was Troy utterly destroyed—the city, the 
altam and temples', and the population. zEnros 
and AntetiAr were permitted to escape, with their 
families, haring been always more favourably re¬ 
garded by the Greeks than the remaining Trojans. 
According to one version or the story, they had be¬ 
trayed the city to the Greeks: a panther's skin had 
been hung over the door of Anterior's house as a 
signal for the victorious besiegers to spare it in the 
geuend plunder*. In the distribution of the prin¬ 
cipal captives, Astyanax, the infant son of Hdctftr, 
was cast from the top of the wall and killed, by 
Odysseus or Xcoptulcmus : rolvxettn, the daughter 
of Priam, was immolated on the tomb of Achilles, 
in compliance with a requisition made by the shade 
of the deceased hero to his countrymen' 1 ; while her 
sister Kassaudru whs presented as w prize to Agu- 
memnfm. She had sought sanctuary nt the altar 
of Ath£n£, where Ajax, the non of Oiieus, making 
a guilty attempt to seize her, had drawn both upon 
himself and upon the army the serious wrath of the 
goddess, insomuch that the Greeks could hardly lie 
restrained from stoning him to death*. Androma-

Helen gladly resumed her union with Mcnclau#: 
ohc nrrnmpnmcd him hack to Sparta, ami lived with 
him tlicrc many years in comfort and dignity*, pass¬ 
ing afterwards to a happy immortality in the Elysium 
field**. She was worshi|»ed us n goddess with her 
brothers the Dioskuri and her husband, having her 
temple, statue aud altar at Thernpme and elsewhere, 
and various example* of her miraculous inlerven- 
tiou were cited uinone the Greeks*. The lyric |*>ct 
Slestcknru» had ventured to denounce her, con¬

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special poem formally retracting the calumny, \\ti» 
fxmnittod to recover his sight. In his poem of re¬ 
cantation (the fnmous palinode now unfortunately 
lost) lie pointedly contradicted the Homeric narra¬ 
tive. affirming that Helen had never been to Troy nt 
nil, and that the Trojans had rarried thither nothing 
but her image or riddlon'. It is, probably, to the 
excited religious feelings of Stcsichorus that we owe 
the first idea of this glaring deviation from the old 
legend, which could never have been recommended 
by any considerations of (metical interrst. 

Other versions were afterward* started, form¬ 
ing a sort of compromise between Homer und Stc- 
nirhorus, admitting that Helen had never really 
been at Troy, without altogether dcuyiug her 
elopement. Such is the story of her having been 
detained in Egypt during the whole term of the 
siege. fans, on hi* departure from Sparta, hud 
been driven thither by storms, and the Egyptian 
king PrAtcus, hearing of the grievous wrong which 
he had committed towards Menelnus, had sent 
him utvuy from th© country with severe menaces.

When the Greeks reclaimed 
Helen from Troy, the Trojans assured them so¬ 
lemnly. that she neither was, nor ever had been, in 
the town; hut the Greeks, treating this allegation as 
fraudulent, prosecuted the siege until their ultimate 
success count mud the correctness of the statement, 
nor did Mcmtluus recover Helen until, on his return 
from Troy, be visited Egypt 1 . £uch was the story 
told hy the Egyptian priests to Herodotus, and 
it appeared MUtisfactory to his histoheisiug mind. 
" For if Helen hud really been at Troy (he argues) 
she would certainty have been given up, even had 
she been mistress 4 >f Priam himself instead of Paris: 
the Trojan king, with, all his family and all his sub¬ 
jects, would never knowingly have incurred utter 
anil irretrievable destruction for the purpose of re¬ 
taining her: their misfortune was, that while they

And ;ir absence of ten years afforded 
room for the supposition of many domestic changes 
W their ii,stive ah-fide, and many family 
siiid misdeeds daring the interval. One of these 
heroic ** Returns/' that of Odysseus, has lieeti im- 
dWtalt a ed 1 1 y the fthese of Homer. The hero, after 
a series of bfl^prohaettril suffering and expatria¬ 
tion. inflicted on him, by the anger of rnseiddn, nt 
last reaches his native tahitid, but finds his wife 
beset, Ids youthful son insulted, amt his substance 
plundered, by a troop of man!cut “tiitore ; he U 
forced lu appear as a wretched beggar, and to en¬ 
dure in bir* own person their scornful treatment ; 
hut fnmllv, by the iutrifurcncc of Atlifau* coming 
in aid of Ids own courage and siridagem, in w 
enabled to overwhelm his enernu»s, to resume Ids 
family position, and to recover hii properly. Tin- 
re! urn of several other Grecian chiefs waa the sub¬ 
ject of an epic poem by U&gftfcs, which is now lost, 
but oi which a brief abstract or argument ^tilt res - 
mains; there were m antiquity various GLlmr poems 
of similar title and croalogou* matter 1 . 

Ah mutd with the ancient epic, the multiplied 
snfierings of this bm:k*vi>ynge are traced In divine

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wrath* justly provoked by the sins of the Greek* ; 
who, in the tierce exultation of a victory purchased 
by so many hardships, had neither respected nor 
even* spared the altars of the gods in Troy; and 
Alldtd, who had been their roost xeuloua ally du- 
ring the siege, was so incensed by their final reck- 
wijrtgfjh# lessors*, more especially by iho outrage of Ajux, 
son of O ileus, tllat she actively harassed and em¬ 
bittered their return, iri spite of every effort to ap¬ 
pease her. The chiefs began to quarrel among 
themselves ; their formal assembly became n scene 
of drunkenness; even Agmncmn&n and Mcnelmis 
lost their fraternal harmony, aud curb man acted 
on hU own separate resolution*. Nevertheless, ac¬ 
cording to the Odyssey, NcstAr, Diomidfo, Neo- 
ptolrniuA.Idnmeneusoitd Philokt^tfo, reached home 
speedily and safely: AgamcranAn also arrived in 
Peloponnesus, to perish by the hand of a treache¬ 
rous wife; hut Mcnelaii* was condemned to long 
wanderings and to the severest privations in Egypt, 
Cyprus and elsewhere, before he could set foot in 
his native land. The Lokrian Ajax perished on 
the Gynenn rock*. Though exposed to a terrible 
storm, he had already reached this place of safety, 
when lie indulged in the rash boast of having 
escaped in defiance of the gods : no sooner did Po- 
scirfftn hear litis language, than lie struck with his

cipitated liotli into the sea 1 . Kulohus the sooth¬ 
sayer. together with Lconteas and PolypaJtis, pro¬ 
ceeded by land from Troy to KolophAn*. 

In respect however to these and other CJltcitU WumStt. 
heroes, tales were told different from those in the 
Odyssey, assigning to them a long expatriation and 4 *" ctu,, “* 
a distant home. Nestor went to Italy, where lie 
founded Metapontum, Pisa and Uerukleia ; Philo- 
ktOtcs* also went to Itolv, fouuded Petilia and Kri- 
misa, and sent settler* to Egcsta in Sicily. Ncopto- 
lemus, under the advice of Thetis, marched by land 
across Thrace, met with Odysseus, who had come 
by sen, at Maroneia, and then pursued his journey 
to Epirus, where he became king of the Molossinns\ 
Idomencus came to Italy, aud founded Uria in the 
Salcutinc peninsula. Diouithh's, utter wandering

*knwjib«iirt composed of Trojans and Greek# separately driven 
to the spot, who, forgetting their previous differ¬ 
ence*, united in the joint settlements of iiryx and 
Egesta". We hear of I’odaleirius both in Italy und 
on the coast of Karia 1 ; of Aktunas, son of Theseus, 
at Amphipolia in Thrace, at Soli in Cyprus, and at 
Synnada in Phrygia 4 ; of Guueua, Prothous and 
Eurypyhis. in Krttc as well as in Libya*. The ob¬ 
scure poem of LycuphrOn enumerates many of these 
dispersed and expatriated heroes, whose conquest 
of Troy was indeed a Kadmeiau victory (according 
to the proverbial phrase of the Greeks), wherein 
the sufferings of the victor were little inferior to 
those of the vanquished rt . It was particularly 
among the Italian Greeks, where they were wor¬ 
shiped with very special solemnity, that their pre¬ 
sence u» wanderers from Troy was reported and 
bc!ievcd ? .

that ot the Argonauts,—one of the most striking 
features in the Hellenic legendary world A muni: ft 
them all, the most interesting, individually, is Odys¬ 
seus, whose romantic adventures in fabulous places 
and among fabulous persons have been made fami¬ 
liarly known by Homer. The goddesses Kalypso and 
Cired ; the semi-divine mariners of Plueacia, whose 
ships are endowed with consciousness and obev 
without a steersman; the one-eyed Cydfipcs, the 
gigantic Lrcstrygones, and the wind-ruler iEolns; 
the Sirens who ensnare hv their song, as the Ixito- 
plingi fascinate by their food—all these pictures 
formed integral and interesting portions of the old 
epic. Homer leaves Odysseus re-established in his 
liuu.se and family ; but so marked a personage could 
never be permitted to remain in the tameness of 
domestic life; tlio epic poem called the Telegonin 
ascribed to him » subsequent series of adventures. 
After the suitors had been buried by their relatives, 
he offered sacrifice to the Nymphs, and then went 
to Klis to inspect his herds of cuttle there pasturing:

Accordingly, when -Eneas i» in imminent |>cril from 
the hands of Achiltes, Poseidon specially interferes 
to rescue him, and even the implacable miM>-Trojan 
goddess il£rd assents to the proceeding*. These 
passage* huve been construed by various able critics 
to reier to u family u( philoi Mlcnic or semi-IIcl* 
leuic .Entada-, known even in the time of the early 
singers of the I had as masters of some territory in 
or near the Truad, and professing to be descended 
from, as well us worshiping, /Eneas. In the town 
of SkApsis, situated in the mountainous range of idu, 
ubout thirty miles eastward of Ilium, there existed 
two noble and priestly families who professed tube 
descended, the one from HcctAr, the other from 
/Eneas. I ho Sktpsiuu critic DAm£iriu« (in whose 
time both these families were still to be found! i»- 
| forms us that Skarnandrius son of UectAr, and As* 
Camus son ol /Eneas, were the arcliegets or hemic 
founders of his native city, which hnd been origi¬ 
nally situated on one of the highest ranges of ld«, 
and was subsequently transferred by them to the

belonged to him, avenged himself by IteLmying the 
city, and then became one of the Greeks*."

We hear of him at Khiin in Thrace, in PilMnSi ut 
.■Lucia in the Thenroiic Gulf, in Oelus, at Orcho- 
nienus and Mifntincia m Arcadia, in the islands 
ol Kythrru and /.iikyntlnm, in Lenkas and Amlira- 
kia, nt Huthrotum in Lpirua, on the Salentine pe* 
ninsula and various other places m the southern 
region of Italy ; at Drepinn and Scge*ta in Sicily, 
at C’arthage, at (Jape Palinurus, Cuime, Mtscnum. 
CViete, and finally in Lulium, where he lays Hie 
first humble foundation of the mighty Rome and 
her empire*. And the reason why his wanderings 
were not continued stilt further was, that the oracle* 
and the pronounced will of the gods directed him 
to settle m Lulium*. In each of these numerous 
places his visit was commemorated and certified 
by local monuments or special legends, particularly

The account here given of it bus 
been unavoidably brief and imperfect; for in a 
work intended to follow consecutively the real hi¬ 
story of the Greeks, no greater space cun bo allotted 
even to the most splendid gem of their legendary 
period. Indeed , although it would be easv to till 
a large volume with the separate incideuU which 
have been introduced into the •• Trojan cycle,” the 
misfortune is that they are for the most part so 
contradictory ns to exclude all possibility of weaving 
them into one connected narrative. We arc com¬ 
piled to select one out of the number, generally 
without any solid ground of preference, and then to 
note the variations of tlie rv*L No one who ha® 
-oawljr 1,01 ■tudied the original documents can imagine the 
extent to w hich this discrepancy proceed®: it covcre 
«m. almost every portion ami fragment of the tale 4 . 
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Hut though much limy have been lima omitted of 
what the reader might erpcd to nrnl in an account 
of Ilie Trojan war* its genuine clitnauter has been 
atudiou&ly preserved, without dtlier exaggeration 
or The real Trojan war is thul which 

waa recounted by Homer and the old epic pools 
and conti mird by aU the lyric and trsigic compoa&ns.

which, nevertheless* lliiisc feelings of jealous and 
narrow patriotism, so lamentably prevalent m many 

Artril^tfirpnwliv nunc nfc* mat bo ftmartl fm® ilw tan ft*. firm on» 
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of the towns, were as much os possible excluded. 
It supplied them with a grand and inexhaustible 
object til common sympathy, common faith, and 
common admiration ; and when occasions arose for 
bringing together a Pan-Hellenic force against the 
barbarians, the precedent of I lie Homeric expedition 
was one upon which the elevated minds of Greece 
could dwell with the certainty of rousing mi una¬ 
nimous impulse, if not always of counterworking 
sinister by-motives, among their audience. And 
the incidtmts comprised in the Trojan cycle were 
lamiliariscd, uot only to the public mind but also 
to thr public eye, by innumerable representations 
both of the sculptor and the painter,—those which 
wene romantic aud chivalrous being better adapted 
for this purple, uiul therefore more constantly 
employed, than any other. 

■tarforiii* atJ ch events the genuine Trojan war of the 
oW <T» C w»s for the most part composed. Though 
literally believed, reverentially cherished, and num¬ 
bered among the gigantic phenomena of the past, 
by the Grecian public, it is in the eyes of modern 
inquiry essentially a legend and nothing more. If 
wo are asked whether it be not a legend embodying 
portions of historical matter, and raised upon a 
basis ol truth,—whether there may not really have 
occurred at the foot of the bill of Ilium a war purely 
human and political, without god*, without heroes 
without Helen, without Amazons, without Ethio^ 
plans under the beautiful son of Ete, without the 
wrxxlcn horse, without the characteristic and ex- 
prrh-ive features of the old rpical wur,—like the 
mutilated trunk of Defphobus in the underworld . 
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if wc urc asked whether tiie re not really some 

such historical Trojan war as liiis T our aus *it ihujI. 
be, that m the possibility of u imii not be denied, so 
neither can the reality of il he affirmed We pos* 
scss nothing hut 1I10 ancient epic itself without any 
independent evidence: had it hem an age of re¬ 
cord- imlccd, the Homeric epic m its exquisite and 
unsuspecting simplicity would pMl| never Imve 
eono* into existence. Whoever therefore ventures 
to di&cct tinnier, Arlitiims. and Lcschds, and it* 
pick out certain portions u> matters of fact, white 
he sot# astdu the rest as fiction, must do so in full 
reliance on III* Own powers of historical divination, 
without any means either of proving ur verifying 
hit conclusions. Among many attempts, ancient 
well as modern, to identify real objects tti till# 
historical durkuc*#, 1 list of Dio Ohiysostom de- 
serves attention for its extraordinary boldness. In 
his oration midressed to the inhabitant- of Ilium, 
and intended to demo naira te that the Trojans were 
not only bknneJtsa as to the origin of the w, hut 
victorimiri in its issue—he overthrows all tin? lead- 
■os: points of (hi? Homeric nnrniliiT, and re-writes n hin ^ 
nearly the whole from beginning to end: Paris is 
the lawful husband of Ib-lcn, Achilles is sbin hy DIuL:, vt- 
Hfrctftf, nnd the Greeks retire without taking Troy, 
disgraced as well oa baffled* Having shown with¬ 
out difficulty, tluil the Iliad, if it he looked at as* a 
history, is full of gaps, iucongruities and abeurihLies, 
he proceeds to compose A mure plan sib I e narrative 
of hta own* which be tenders as m much authentic 
mutter offncL The most important puiuL however* 
which Ui« Oral ion bring# to view in, the literal slid 
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confiding belief with which ihc Homeric narrative 
wa* regarded, as if it were actual history, not only 
by the inhabitants ot Ilium, but also by the general 
Grecian public*. 

The small town of Ilium, inhabited by 4,-Eolic 
Greeks*, and raised into importance only by the 
legendary reverence attached to it. Mood upon an 
elevated ridge forming n spur from Mount Ida, 
rather more than three miles from the town and 
promontory of Sigchim, und about twelve stadia, 
or less tlinn two miles, from flic sea at its nearest 
point. From Sigeium nnd (he neighbouring lowu 
of Achillcium (with its monument and temple of 
Achillai, to the town of Khnjtcium on a hill higher 
up the Hellespont (with it* monument and chapel 
of Ajax called the Aiantcium*), was a distance of 
sixtj stadia, or about seven English miles in the 
straight course by sea: j Q the intermediate space 
was a hay and an adjoining plain, comprehending 
the embouchure of the Scamnnder, and extending 
to the base of the ridge on which Ilium stood. 
This plain was the celebrated plain of Troy, in 
which the great Hompric battles were believed to 
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hflva taken place: the portion of the bay near to 
Sigeium wmt by the name of the Naustathmoii of 
tbe Aclueau* (u j*. the «pot whore Miry drugged 
their skips ashore) , and ires accounted to hare been 
the camp of AgamcnmAn anti his vast armyL 
Historical Ilium whs founded, according to the 
ijucstiumtbhj statement of Strabo, daring the Jaet 
dynasty ofthej Lydian kmg--. tkalis. ai some period 
than 790 K*<tL Uijl after i ht* day* of Alexander 
the Great’—hutted until the period of Rumim pre- 
pondenmec—k always remained o place uf incon¬ 
siderable power and importance, at we learn not 
dtnly Irom the assertion of the geographer,, hut also 
from the fact that Acfcilleiuin, Rigdmn and Rhm* 
trio in were alt independent of ill But inconsider¬ 
able as it might bo, it was the only place which ever 
bare thp venerable name juminrtuHaetJ by Homer. 
Like the Homeric Ilium, il had its temple of Athene 
wherein slur was worshiped as the preaiding goddess

old fwcu—a Iduw wag now aimed at die royUiioal 
legitimacy of Ilium. D£tnL'irius of SkCpais, one 
oi the most laborious of the Homeric critics, had 
composed thirty bock* of comment upon die Cata¬ 
logue in the Uiad : Hcsliaa. uu authoress of Alcx- 
andreia TrAas, had written on the same subject: 
both ol them, well-acijuaintcd with the locality, re¬ 
marked that the vast battle* described in the Iliad 
could not be packed into the narrow space be¬ 
tween Ilium and the Nnustalhinon of the Greeks; 
the more so, os that space, too small even as it 
then stood, had been considerably enlarged since 
die date of the Iliad by de|K>*iU at the mouth of 
the Skamander'. They found no difficulty in 
pointing out topographical incongruities and im¬ 
possibilities as to Lhe incidents in the Hind, which 
they professed to remove by die startliog theory 
dint dm Homeric Ilium bad not occupied the site of 
the city so called. There was a village, called the 
village of the llicans, situated rather less dmn four 
miles from the city in the direction of Mount Ida and 
further removed from the sea; here, il.cy affinlied, 
the holy Truy " had stood.

impressive recital, disposed to measure distances 
or calculate topographical possibilities with refer¬ 
ence to the site of the real Ilium 1 . The mistuke 
eonwists in applying to Homer ami (o the Homeric 
siege of Troy, criticisms which would hr perfectly 
ju 9 t if brought to hear on the Athenian siege of Sy¬ 
racuse, as described by Thucydides*, in the Pclo- 
pounesinn war*—but which are not more applicable 
to the epic narrative than they would be to the ex¬ 
ploits of Arnadis or Orlando.

It nppenrs to have been first noticed by 
the elegiac poet Kailinus, about GfiO b.c.» who con¬ 
nected it with an alleged immigration of Teukriuus 
from Kr£te into the region round about Ida Others 
again denied tins, asserting that the primitive an¬ 
cestor, icukrus, had come into the country from 
Attica", or that he was of indigenous origin, t>oni 
from Skninuudcr and the nymph Idiea—all various 
manifestations of that eager thirst after an epony¬ 
mous hero which never deserted the Greeks. Ger- 
githians occur iu more limn one sjmt in .Eolus, 
cveu so far southward as the neighbourhood of 
Kyin^ 4 ; the name has no place in Horner, hut he 
mentions Corgythion and Kebrioncs as illegiti¬ 
mate sons of Priam, thus giving a sort of epical 
recognition both to Gergis and Kcbr£n» A* Hero¬ 
dotus culls the old epical Trojans by the nameTcu- 
kriam, so the Attic tragedians cull them Phrygians;

So that if we draw a line 
northward from Adramyttium to Kyzikus ou the 
Propontis, throughout the whole territory westward 
from thut line, to the Hellespont and the i£s;can 
Sea, all the considerable towns would be Hellenic, 
with the exception of Gcrgi* and the Teukrian po¬ 
pulation around it,—all the towns worthy of note 
were either Ionic or iEolic. A century earlier, the 
Teukrian population would hare embraced a wider 
range—perhaps Sk£psis and Kobrihi, the latter of 
which places was colonised by Greeks from KymeS 
a century afterwards, during the satrapy of Phnr- 
nubazus, it appears that Gergis had become Hcl- 
Icm-cd as well us the rest. The four towns. Ilium, 
Grrgis, Kebr£n and Skdpsis, all in lofty xmd strong 
positions, were distinguished each by u solemn wor¬ 
ship and temple of Athfln*, and by the recognition 
of that goddess as their specioJ patroness - .

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gnitify their predominant tastes. Partly by force— 
but greatly also by that superior activity, and |K»wer 
of o&mmlutittg foreign ways nf thought to their own, 
wliidi distinguished them from the beginning—they 
invested all the public features anil mumu'cnirnt 
of tlic town with an Hellenic air, distributed all 
about it their gods, their heroes and their legends, 
nmi rendered their language the medium of public 
administration, religious songs and addresses to 
the gods, and generally for communications wherein 
any number of persons were concerned. But two 
remarks arc here to be made: first, in doing this 
they could not avoid Inking to themselves more or 
less of that which belonged to the parties with 
whom they fraternised, so that the result was not 
pure Hellenism; next, that even this was done 
only in the towns, without being folly extended to 
the territorial domain around, or to those smaller 
townships which stood to the town in a dependent 
relation. Ihe/Eolic and Ionic Greeks borrowed, 
from the Asiatics whom they hod Hrllcnised, mu-’ 
Meal instruments ami new laws of rhythm anil me¬ 
lody, which they knew how to turn to account: 
they further adopted more or lew of those violent 
and maddening religious Hies, manifested occasion¬ 
ally in self-inflicted suffering ami mutilation, which 
were indigenous in Asia Minor in the worship of 
tbo Groat Mother. The religion or the Greek, in 
the region of Ida os well as at Kyzikus was more 
orgiastic than the native worship of Greece Proper, 
just as that nl Lainpsakus, I'riapu* and Parium

It is difficult, ivc may say impossible, for a man 
of mature age to carry back his mind to his con¬ 
ceptions such as they stood when he was n child, 
growing naturally out of his imagination and feel¬ 
ings, working upon a scanty stock of materials, 
and borrowing from authorities whom lie blindly 
followed, hut imperfectly apprehended. A similar 
difficulty occurs when we attempt to place ourselves 
in the historical and quasi-philosophical point of 
view which the ancient mytlics present to us. We 
can follow perfectly the imagination and feeling 
which dictated these tales, and we can admire and 
sympathise with them as animated, sublime, and 
affecting poetry ; but we are too much accustomed 
to matter of fact and philosophy of a positive kind, 
to be able to conceive a time when these beautiful 
fancies were construed literally and accepted as 
serious reality. 

Nevertheless it is obvious that Grecian mythes 
cannot be either understood or appreciated except 
with reference to the system of conceptions and 
belief of the ag«9 in which they arose. We must 
suppose a public not reading and writing, hut see¬ 
ing, hearing and telling—destitute of all records, 
and careless as well as ignorant of {Positive history 
with its indispensable tests, yet at the name time 
curious and full of eagerness tor new or impressive

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the solid heaven (Gaea and U ratios) were both con- 
ccived and spoken of by him as endowed with appe¬ 
tite, feeling, sex, and most of the various attributes 
of humanity. Instead of a sun such as we now see. 
subject to astronomical laws, and forming the centre 
of u system the changes of which wc am ascertain 
and fort-know, he saw the great god llclios, mount, 
iog his clmnot in the morning in the east, reaching 
at midday the bright of the solid heaven, aud ar¬ 
riving in the evening ut the western horizon, with 
horses fatigued and desirous of repose. IhMios, 
having favourite spots wherein bis beautiful cattle 
grazed, took pleasure in contemplating them during 
the course of his journey, and was sorelv displeased 
if any man slew or injured them : he had moreover 
sons and daughters on earth, and as his all-seeing 
eve penetrated everywhere, be was sometimes in a 
situation to reveal secrets even to the gods them¬ 
selves—while on other occasions he was constrained 
to turn aside in order to avoid contemplating scenes 
of abomination'. To us these now appear puerile,

Personi¬ 
fying fiction was m this way lilendecl by the Ho* 
meric Greeks with their conception of the physical 
phienotnenu before them, not simply in the wav of 
poetical ornament, but as a genuine portion of their 
every-day belief. 

It was in this early state of the Grecian mind, 
stimulating so forcibly the imagination and the 
feelings, and acting through them upon the belief, 
that the great body of the mythes crew up and ob¬ 
tained circulation, lliey were, from first to last, 
iwruoiittl narratives nnd adventure** ; and the per- 
soiii* who predominated us subjects ui them were 
thegodf. the heroes, the nyiuphs. See., whose name*

out felt interested. 1 o every god and every hero 
it was consistent with Grecian ideas to ascribe great 
diversity of human motive aud attribute: each in¬ 
deed haft bin own peculiar type of character, more 
or less strictly defined; hut in all there was a wide 
foundation for animated narrative and for romantic 
incident. Tile gods and heroes of the land and I he 
tribe belonged, in the conception of a Greek, alike 
to thu present and to the pant: he worahijied in 
their groves and at their festivals ; he invoked their 
protection, and believed in their superintending 
guardianship, even in his own day : hut their more 
special, intimate, and sympathising, agency was 
cast back into the unrecorded past'. To give suit¬ 
able utterance to this general sentiment—to furnish 
body and movement and detail to these divine and 
heroic pre-existences, which were conceived onlv 
in shadowy outline,—to lighten up the dreams of

more ancicm than other- Un it prontov P U» he- 
roes, many of them spiling from hitman mother*, 
constitute an Intermediate link liviwccu pod and 
man The ancient epic usually recognise* the pre¬ 
sence of i multitude of immdc&s men, hut they are 
introduced chiefly for the purpose iif filling the 
scene, mid of executing the order?* celebrating the 
valour, and bringing out the peraonahty, of a few 
divine at heroic diameters** It teas the glury of

We shall hereafter reach a time Tshen 
philosophers protested against such ideuitficatiun 
of Uie gods ivith the more vulgar appetite* arid en- 
joyfflttUU t believing that nothing except the spi¬ 
ritual attributed of man coniij pm perl v he transferred 
to supi i human beings, mid drawing their predicate* 
respecting the gods exclusively from wlml was 
awful, majestic, and terror-striking, in human affairs. 
Such restriction* on the religious fancy were con- 
linuully on the increase, and the mystic and didactic 
Stamp which marked the last century of paganism 
in the day* uf Julian and Li tram u», coil tray la forci¬ 
bly with the concrete and vivacious forms, full of 
vigorous inipuUc and nlivc In id I the capricious 
gust* of the human temperament* which people 
the Gouieric OlympusV At present, however, we

We cannot doubt that 
it supplied the most powerful stimulus, and the 
only one which the times admitted, to the creative 
faculty of the people; as well from the sociability, 
the gradations, and the mutual action and reaction c,ll,r 
of its god* and heroes, us from the amplitude, the 
variety, ami the purely human cast, of its funda¬ 
mental tv JVCS. 

Though we may thus explain the mvthnpoeic fer¬ 
tility of the Greeks, 1 mn tar from pretending that 
wc can render any sufficient account of the supreme 
beauty of their chief epic and artisticol produc¬ 
tion". There is something in the first-rate pro¬ 
ductions of individual genius which lies beyond the 
compos* of philosophical theory: the special breath 
of the Muse (to speak the language of ancient 
Greece) must he present in order to give them 
being. Kven among her votaries, many art culled, 
hut lew' arc chosen; and I lie peculiarities of those 
few remain 11* yet her own secret.

pel yt lid ism, and to an exaggerated application of 
Certain narrow physical ihforie#—we must re* 
member that nothing else could be expected front 
lho scanty stock of JiicU then accessible, nnd timt 
the most profound study of the Human mlttd points 
out such transition as an inuritable law of intellect 
trial pfogre** 1 . At present we have to compare 
them ouly with that state of the Greek mind* winch 
they partially superseded, and with which they 
were Jtv decided opposition.

ascribe the cause of this to God, and rcrcfrnce

hud once hei.it in a .state of eliaon—mid m still 
manifesting it* uninterrupted agency fonrilP and 
good purposes TLlB general doctrhijf obLmipd 
umeh admiration from Plato and Aristotlebut 
they at the tumie time remarked with tfurjirise, that 
Aunxiigoma never made any u&t ut all of his own 
general dot trine for tin explanation of the plneim- 
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meun of n»um\ — that he looked for nothing hut 
ph^unl causes and connecting laws**—so that m 
fuel I be spirit of hit particular researches was Ml 
material if rMcrent from those of Bemokritus ar 
LrukijijiuE, wUnievei might be the difference in 
their general theories. Uii iuveutigatien* ill W* 
tcundugy ;fftd astronomy. treating the heavenly 
todie* os subjects for cttenl&tron. have been id- 
rentty noticed as offensive, not only to the general 
public of Greece* hut even to Sokrats htnuejf 
among them : be was tried at Athene and seena 
to have escaped condemnation only by vuhminry 
exile'.

adjusted themselves hi various nays with the pre- 
vakuii religious feelings of the age, Roth Hippo- 
kratfSs and Anaxagoras modified their ideas of the 
divine agency* an as to suit their thirst fur scien¬ 
tific research. According to the funner, the god* 
were (he really efficient agents m the production 
of oil phanmmena,—the mean and indifferent not 
less than the terrific or tutelary. Being Urns alike 
connected with all phnmotuciu, they were specially 
assaciatod with none—and the proper taak of lb* 
inquirer was,, to find out those rules and conditions 
by which (he assumed) their agency was always 
determined* and according to whhth it might be 
foretold. And this led naturally to the proceeding 
which Plata and Aristotle remark in Amumguwa, 
—that the all-governing and Intitule Mind, having 
been auuijunctd in sublime language at the begin¬ 
ning of hie Lrvuti'w, was afterward* loft out of sight, 
and never applied to the explanation of particular 
phenomena, being n* much consistent with one 
r ion ni''nature as with another, Now such a 
view of the divine agency could never be reconciled 
with the religious hiding* of the ordinary Grecian 
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believer# even a* they stood in the time of Ann**- 
pqnis; still less could it have boon reconciled with 
those of the IJonicrit man, more than three centurk* 
curlier By him Zee? and A them' were conceive it .v* 
definite Iobjects of special t eve re lice, hopes, 
and fear*, and animated with peculiar Mines, 
sometimes of favour, sometimes ot wrath# toward* 
Kfmeelf m his family or country. They were pro¬ 
pitiated by his prayers# and prevailed upon to tend 
him succour in danger— hut oflVuded stud disposed 
to bring evil upon him if he nmittvri to render 
thanks or sacrifice. This sense of individual com* 
111 union uiih T ami rk-peurkmcv upon them, was iho 
i-rtu-e uf hits faith \ and with that faith. I he afb 
pervading Mind proclaimed by Ario^agoras^-whidi 
had Mu more concern with one man nr one pha no* 
mnion than with another.—could never be brought 
Uito harmony. Nur could the believer, while he 
ptnyed with sincerity tor special blessings or pro¬ 
tection lrom the gods, acquiesce m ihi doctrine oi 
Hippokratfti# that their agency was governed by 
tonal ant law* ami physical conditions.

That Herodotus should thus bluntly reject n mi¬ 
racle, reenurded to him by the prophetic woman 
them selves n> the prime circumstance in the oti- 
ywt* of tltis holy place, j* a proof of the hold which 
habits of dealing with historical evidence had ne* 
ipiircd over his mind : and tile awkwardness of Ins 
explanalory mediation between the dove and the 
woman! marks nut less his anxiety. while discard¬ 
ing tlui Ecgeqd« to Id ft huflly down into a story 
tjmini-histatical and not intrinsically incredible. 

We may ubserve atioiln-r example of the uncun- 
scimis tendency of Herodotus to duiiituitu from the 
mytlica the idea of special aid from the gods, in hfe 
remarks upon Mcforupmt.

Secondly, the t mu fill ion of the Greek mind from 
it3 poetical to Us comparatively positive state was 
9clf-0| ; -crated. accomplished by its own inherent uud 
esptmaive force—nided indeed, hut hy no mean* 
either impressed or provoked, from without From 
the poetry of Homer, to the history of Thucydides 
nnd the philosophy of Plato and Amtofle, wn^ a 
prodigious step, hui it wan the native growth of the 
Hellenic youth into an Hellenic nnm ; and what is 
i till greater moment, it was brought about with- 
out breaking the thread cither of religion* nr patri¬ 
otic tradition—“without any coeteivc innovation nr 
v in lent change In the mental feeling*. The It’ 
gmdnry world, though the ethical judgeffifiuH and 
rational criticisms of *m t erinr men had outgrown 
it, "’flit retained its hold upon their feeling us an 
object of iiffficlioDftic mid reverential rctroapeet.

— the sacred objects remained the same both to the 
eye and to the heart—and the workup of the ancient 
god* wa* even adorned by new architects end 
scnlptors who greatly strengthcued its imiioaing 
effect. 

While then in Greece the mytltopaie stream 
continued in the same course, only with rtbated 
current and influence, in modem Europe its ancient 
bed was blacked up and it was turned into new 
and divided channels. The old religion,*— though 
as an ascendant faith, unanimously and publicly 
manifested, it became mrtitict,—atill continued in 
detached ftcraps and fragments, and under T*r 
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alterations of name tmd form. TIk Ueirilum god* 
and goddesst ■* t deprived us they were of divinity, 
did net pa** mil ni tin- rredJretimi and fears of 
their former wondiipere, but were sousetimes re¬ 
presented on principles like iSussl ui KuOi nerns 
as having been eminent and glorious men—some¬ 
times degraded into daemons, magfcdfifB.elfs, fairies 
and other supernatural agcub, of an inferior grade 
anil generally mischievous opt.

Nevertheless there were deserving ****£ 

of notice, which render the foregoing proposition 
more absolutely exact with regard to Greece Lliau 
vvith regard to the middle ages- The talcs of the ^jOyr 
eno r iind the mvth*» to tlum most prijiiihir aftl ggffifr 
extended signification, were the Only uitelleMtml JjJMV 
nourishment with which the Grecian public was 
supplied, unt il the aixth century before the Christian ^ 
*cm: there was no pr«* writing, no .history, no focrMtt, 
philosophy, Hul such was not exactly the case at 
ifce time when the epic of the middle age* appeared. 

At that lime, a portion of society possessed the 
Uuu language, ih« habit of writing, and sonic 
tinge both of history and philosophy: there were a 
series of chronicles, scanty indeed and imperfect, 
but referring to contemporary event# and premil- 
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tag (lie real bia-tbry of tlie past from pawing into 
oblivion i there were even individual 3 dud bis, in 
the twelfth century, whose acquaintance with Lulm 
literature was sufficiently considerable to linkage 
thdr miiids and to improve their judgements. 
Moreover the epic of the middle ages, though 
deeply imbued with religious ideas, was not directly 
amalgamated with the xeligion of the people, and 
did not always find favour with the clergy j while 
thf heroes of the < irucinu - pic were not only linked 
in a thousand ways with existing warship, practices, 
and sacred lacnfiUcs, hut Homer and Hesiod pa&n 
with Herodotus for the constructors of Grecian 
theology. We thus sec that the ant ieiU epic was 
both exempt from certain dist me ting influences. Uy 
which that of tin. middle azt* was surrounded, and 
more closely identified with tbi veins of thought 
nml feeling prevalent in the Grecian public. Yet 
these counteract mg influences did not prevent Pope 
Cali x \us 11. from declaring the Chronicle of Turpin 
to bv a genuine Ufa lory* 

Jl wi- take the history of our own country as it 
was conceived and written from the twelfth to ihr 
seventeenth century by liardyng, iVihyari, Grafton, 
Mnlliatlnrd, and others, we shall find that it was 
supposed to begin with I3mle the Trojan, and #fts 
earned down from lhen lv fur many ages and 
through n long successiun ot kings, to the times of 
Julius Cbsar. A similar belief ot descent from 
Troy, arising Ktiemmgly from a reverential: imita¬ 
tion of Um Homans and of their Trojnn urigii], was 
cherished in the fancy of other European imlions. 
With regard to the English, the chief circulator of 
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U aa* Geoffrey of Momuouih, and tl pjisstd With 
iittlf- resistance or Minute into the national Gii11i— 
tla* kia^ from Brute downward being enrolled in 
regular cbroiwdogical wries with their reaped'.tf 
dotes annexed* In a dispute which took pJftca 
during I he reign of Edward I. (xm. 1301) between 
England and Scotland, the descent of the kings of 
England from Brute the Trojan was solemnly im- 
bodied' in ft document put forth to surtain the 
rights p f the crown of England, as an argument 
hearing on the case then in diflcuaxumi ttnd it 
passed without attack from the opposing party \— 
n, v incident which reminds «s of the appeal made 
bj JSsehinte, in the contention between the Athe¬ 
nian* and Philip tff MaccdAa respecting ArapMp* 
lis, to the primitive dotal right* of Akainos son of 
■Hindis—and *180 of the defence urged by the Min - 
ni;mx to sustain their qoflqneet af Sigdata, ngnirwt 
ttic recInmatioiiA of the MityUmeans, wherein the 
former alleged that they had a* MCh right to the 
place m any of tbe other Greeks who had fun 
part of the Victorious armament of Agamemnon -. 
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Tlit tenacity with which this early scries of 
British kings was defended, is no les* remar It able 
than ilu fkdftty with which it was admitted The 
chroniclers ai the hegilining of the seventeenth 
century warmly protested against the intrusive 
scepticism which would cashier so many venerable 
’sovereigns ami efface muuy noble deeds They 
appealed to the patriotic feelings of their hearers, 
represented the enormity of thttfl siting up ti pre- 
sintipttious criticism against the belief uf ages, and 
insisted on the danger of the precedent as regarded 
history generally 1 - How this controversy stood, at 
the time and in tile view of the illualmua author of 
Paradise Lost, 1 shall give in Ida own word*, as they 
appear in the second pa^e of his History uf England. 
After having briefly touched upon the stories of 
^ainolhcs son of Japhct. AI hi on son of Neptune,

cially with regard to modern events, has indeed 
been greatly and sensibly raised within the last 
hundred years. 

Bui in regard to ancient Grecian history, the 
rules of evidence still continue relaxed. The 
dictum of Mdton, regarding the an.te»C®sarimi 
history of England, still rqin^ciitfi pretty exactly 
tins feeling now prevalent respect lag the mythical 
history of Greece:—■*' Vet those old mid inborn 
kings (Aganicmnj&n, Achilles, Odysseus, Jrts^n, 
Adraslus, Arophiar&us, Meleager, &c,)» never any 
to have been real persons, or done in their lives at 
Ica^t some part of what so long hath been re morn- 
be red ^ cannot be thought withont too strict incre¬ 
dulity/' Amidst much fiction (we are still told), 
there must he some truth : hut how is such truth to 
be singled out ? Milton does not even uttempt to

of the human race generally. The historical lailh 
Of the Greeks, ns wall ns that of other people, 
in reference to early and unrecorded times, i* as 
much subjective and peculiar tu themselves as their 
religious faiths Among the Greeks, especially, the 
two are confounded with an intimacy which nothing 
let-* than great violence call disjoin-. Gods, heroes 
and nipp—fpfigipu and pntrioliioi^^injiiifirs divine, 
heroic and human—were nil woven together by the 
Greek* into otic indivisible web, in which the 
thix-jidi of truth nod reality, whatever they might 
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originally have been, were nail her intended to be, 
nor were actually, dietinguisbable. Composed of 
«ucli mute rials, and animated by I lie electric spark 
Of genius, the mythical aiUitjuilics of (Jrecce formed 
a whole at once trustworthy and captivating lo the 
fttiLb and fcdtngs of Itie people j but neither trust¬ 
worthy imr captivating, when we sever it from these 
subjective conditions and expose its naked denuuiU 
to I lie scrutiny of m objective criticism. Moreover 
the separate portions of Grecian mythical foretime 
ought to be considered with reference to that ag¬ 
gregate of which they form a par! - to detach the 
divine from the heroic legends, or some one of the 
iicioie legends from the remainder, tw if there were 
on. essential anti generic difference between them, 
U to present the whole under an erroneous point of 
' icw. 1 he rnythca of Troy and Thebes are no more 
to be handled objectively, with a view to detect an 
liiblnrical hose, than those of Zens in Krill’, of 
Apollo and Artemis in D&w, of Hermes, nr of 
Pro tJdh hens* To single out the siege ofTrovfroin 
the other mytbes, oa if It were entitled to pro-cim- 
nr nee as att ascertained historical and chronological 
event, U a proceeding which destroys the true cha¬ 
racter :ind coherence of th« mythical world: w 
only transfer the story las has been remarked in 
the preceding chapter) from a das* with which it 
is connected by every lie both of cuiummt origin 
ami fraternal affinity, to another with which it ha* 
no relationship, except such as violent and gnu in¬ 
to ua criticism may enforce.
